Park Belayed Two Weeks 



A plan to renumber and 
rename certain streets in the 
Linkhorn Park section of Vir- 
ginia Beach to conform with 
postal requirements has been 
delayed for about two weeks, 
pending the final approval of the 
Post Office, a planning depart- 
ment official said Wednesday. 

William F. Caten, the depart- 
ment's Coordinator of Street 
Names and House Numbers, 
said postal authorities have 
asked that several refinements 
be made in the plan he present- 
ed to City Council Tuesday. 

Caten said the request will 
delay planning department im- 
plementation of the first step 
to create a uniform grid system 
of house numbering in the beach 
borough. 

Caten's plan, unveiled Tues- 



day, calls for renumbering of 
streets in Linkhorn Park and the 
renaming of Bay Drive to York 
Lane and Pihewood Drive be- 
tween Cavalier Drive and Bay 
Colony Drive to North Dogwood 
Road. 

Refinements asked by the 
postal authorities include ex- 
tending Dogwood Road to include 
32nd Street to Pacific Avenue 
and extension of Linkhorn Drive 
to include 38th Street to the 
oceanfront. 

Caten said he realized the 
request was necessary, because 
many people unfamiliar with the 
Linkhorn Park area can't find 
the two main roads, Linkhorn 
and Dogwood, leading into the 
area.

The City's Health Department 
will launch a survey in the Beach 
Borough in the next few days 
to check on sanitary and multi- 
resident conditions in the resort 
community. 

Housing .Sanitarian John W. 
C ration announced the survey 
Wednesday afternoon and said it 
was being conducted at the re- 
quest of a number of private 
citizens as well as City Coun- 
cil. 

Although the City Health De- 
partment usually notifies 
through the mail residents of 
an area to be surveyed, the De- 
partment chose this time to 
make the official notification 
through the news media. 

The survey will cover every 
structure and piece of pro- 
perty in the borough. It will 
start at the Civic Center and 
fan out in all directions, to 
Rudee Inlet at the South end, 
to 42nd Street at the north end 
and westward to Park Avenue, 
cutting in behind Virginia Beach 
Junior High School. 

It will take about six weeks to 
complete the Initial survey of 
the 125-block area, Craft on 
said, and it will be sometime 
this winter before final results 
will be known. 

Surveyors will make a phy- 
sical survey of the external 
conditions of a building and, if 
there is any question as to 



whether it complies with the 
City's Minimum Housing Code, 
they will check the inside. 

This action is authorized by 
State Law. 

The survey will be restric- 
ted to the Beach Borough only. 
However, similar surveys are 
continually conducted by the 
City Health Department upon 
request 

The main points inthesurvey 
apparently are the number of 
inhabitants per building and the 
sanitary conditions in each. 

The City's Minimum Housing 
Code specifies that a habitable 
house must have 150 square 
feet of floor space for the first , 
occupant and 100 additional 
square feet for each other oc- 
cupant, based on total habitable 
room. 

Every dwelling must have 
two or more rooms if occu- 
pants are to sleep there. The 
first occupant must have a mi- 
nimum of 70 square feet of floor 
space in the sleeping area. If 
there is more than one occu- 
pant, each must have at least 
50 square feet of floor space. 

Ceiling requirements specify 
that at least one half the floor 
area must have a 7 foot cel- 
ling to be considered a habi- 
table room. Less than 5 feet

were made when the areas were 
originally set up 45 years ago 
by a city manager," he said. 

"The problem now is that the 
postal people won't be able to 
deliver the mall if the numbers 
continue the way they are as we 
grow," Caiensaid.

After that's completed, Caten 
said the next place to be con- 
verted will be the Beach Bor- 
ough. 

That process, he said, will 
take "two years to get every- 
thing squared away. What we'll 
do is take it a step at a time, 
starting with the north end of the 
beach and working from 88th 
Street south to Rudee Inlet 

In a letter to residents of 
Linkhorn Park that will be 
delivered along with notification 
of a new street name or number, 
Caten explained that mail ser- 
vices will continue under both 
addresses for a period of two 
years before the conversion 
to the new numbers or names is 
actually completed.

All A Station Needs Is A Woman's Touch 



Ernie Hill believes that in 
order to run a good gas station, 
you've got to be polite - and hot 
greasy or mad. But running a 
gas station without grease is 
a little difficult, so when two 
sisters approached him about a 
job, Hill took a chance and ex- 
tended his philosophy. 

Now it's been almost two 
years since Connie and Kathy 
Jones came to work at Ernie 
Hill's Lynnhaven Shell service 
station, and Hill has nothing but 
praise for the two blondes. 

"Some people think that hav- 
ing the girls working here is a 
gimmick, but it's really not," 
he said. "They're polite, and 
you got to be polite and not 
messy if you work the front" 

Hill said the girls aren't 
expected to do anything more 
than pump gas, clean wind- 
shields and look pretty. "I have 
a man who takes care of the 
under -the -hood work, so they 
concentrate on keeping the place 
clean, too." 

While there's no way to prove 
the girls bring in extra custom- 
ers, Hill says their presence 
means that his men can work in 
the service bays uninterrupted, 
and that means they can do a 
greater volume of work. 

But what adds to Hill's feeling 
of accomplishment is that he's 
giving someone else a chance. 
Both girls are working to help 
pay part of their way through 
college. Connie is a junior at 
Arizona State while Kathy at- 
tends Ferrum Junior College. 

"It's like a contribution," 
said Hill, "but I don't look at 
it that way. They do a good Job 
and they get paid for it" 

Hill knows how it feels to get 



a chance to do something. Be- 
fore he started the station six 
years ago, he worked for 18 
years in contract insulation, all 
the time wanting to have a 
station. "I always wanted one. 
I was crazy about it. 

"When I got out of the service 
I wanted a gas station, but I was 
too young to have one, so I did 
the next thing on the list'* 

An additional item on Hill's 
list is working with young peo- 
ple. He's presently involved in 



advising a Demolay chapter of 
the Lynnhaven Masonic Lodge, 
and his station usually has one 
or two young people sitting 
around talking or watching. 

Six years ago one of those 
young people, then 13, was work- 
ing in the station cleaning up. 
"One day he came up and said 
he wanted to live with me. 

"His parents still live here 
but he has been living with me 
for the last six years.

he said.

House for breakfast. It makes 
them feel just like the other 
one, like they're big enough to 
come with Daddy," he said.

In August of 1969 In the small 
up-state community of Bethel, 
New York, some 500,000 young 
people gathered for what was 
billed as the Woodstock Music 
and Art Fair, a festival ori- 
ginally planned to attract about 
50,000. The deluge of young 
people who flocked to the event 
created what Is now known as 
the Woodstock Nation and pro- 
vided the impetus for "Wood- 
stock, a documentary film of 
the three-day rock festival, 
rock festival. , 

Whether director Michael 
Wadletgh's venture would have 
been successful had the crowd 
been considerably diminished 
will never be known, for much 
of the Impact of the film is 
centered around the audience's 
reaction to the music, and nec- 
essarily, the reaction of the 
various groups to the crowd. 

Through the use of various 
dnemagraphic editing devices 
Wadleigh is able to convey the 
sheer emotion of being at Wood- 
stock and for the viewer pro- 
duces a total experience in 
terms of sound and sights, an 
experience, unfortunately, that 
will never be matched again 
for young people. 

For while the West Coast 
moviemakers realize the finan- 
cial potential of a film of this 
nature, It is a one-shot affair. 
What makes Woodstock so un- 
ique is the fact that if s the 
first of its kind, for It is 
easily understood that if a film 
were made of every rock fes- 
tival of this nature, it would 
only be a question of whom 
would go broke first: the aud- 
ience or the film companies 
Involved in the production. 

Only through the good offices 
of Warner Bros, were Wad- 
leigh and producer Bob Maurice 
able to put together the needed 
capital to film the event; in 



today's tough film markets, why 
Warners even decided to fund 
the project is beyond us. 

Nonetheless, the residual ef- 
fect is that acts such as Cros- 
. by, Stills and Nash, John Seb- 
astian, Santana, and Joan Baez, 
all of whom possess a great 
amount of musical finesse, have 
onece again been catapulted to 
prominence. 

It was the Woodstocklmpetus 
that ultimately helped create 
the pure sound now known as 
Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young, 
and refined the thinking of a 
great number of lyricists who 
now seem able to express the 
needs and desires of the young 
people in a time when mis- 
understanding, not understand- 
ing seems to be the corner- 
stone of our democracy. 

It was the people, not the 
groups, that made the festival 
what it eventually was to be. 
John Sebastian, coming on stage 
during the film, said It best when 
he told the audience that it was 
a beautiful group of people, 
500,000 strong, who could prove 
to the world that that number 
of people could live together in 
peace and have fun. 

And If there are any draw- 
backs within the film, they are 
that Wadleigh did not have the 
time to concentrate on more of 
the individuals who participated 
in the event and that the length 
of some performers-sets are a 
bit too long, though it's quite 
understandable that the music 
would be the basis for the Wood- 
stock film. 

So for years to come it's to 
be argued whether the music 
created the mood or the people 
were, of themselves, the soft 
and gentle group that some now 
call the Woodstock generation, 
people who could have fun, quiet 
fun, even without the blare of 
speakers*. „

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Hospital Officials 
Explain Conflicts 
With Blue Cross 



City Council was told Tues- 
day that economics was the rea- 
son the General Hospital of 
Virginia Beach elected to be- 
come a non-participating hos- 
pital in the Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield hospitalization insurance 
plan. ) 

"Blue Cross Is not helping 
the spiraling cost of hospital 
administration," board mem- 
ber Willard Ashburn Sr. told 
the Informal session. "We 
can't retire the hospital's ob- 
ligations on the Blue Cross 
formula." 

Ashburn said that even though 
a patient may think his insur- 
ance company pays the full 
bill, if he carries a Blue Cross 
policy it will be discounted 
according to a complex formula 
devised by the company. 

The fact that Blue Cross 
was discounting patient billings 
to 82 1/2 per cent payment 
thus far in 1970 led the hospit- 
al to select non-participating 
status, he said. 

Ashburn said that although 
he was not positive, he under- 
stood that Norfolk General Hos- 
pital received about 99 per cent 
payment on its patient billings 
to Blue Cross. 

What increases the payment 
rate for Norfolk General is the 
nursing school, the teaching 
program and other activities 
the Virginia Beach hospital can- 
not carry on. 

"We've asked Blue Cross to 
take into consideration what 
we're faced with but we haven't 
heard anything," he said. 

Ashburn said the hospital has 
enjoyed good relations with Blue 
Cross and that is wasn't the 
hospital's desire to become a 
non-participating hospital. 

"But we can't retire the bank 
debt to, the local banks unless 
the hospital gains a higher pay- 
ment rate from the company," 
he said. 



only able to expand because the 
First and Merchants National 
Bank and the Virginia National 
Bank jointly loaned us $2.5 
million," he said 

Blue Cross has been asked 
to see if they could change the 
formula to include the cost of 
increasing hospital facilities, 
he said, but the hospital still 
hasn't received an answer. 

"How can you continue to 
operate a hospital with a loss 
of 15 to 18 percent of the pat- 
ient billings?" Ashburn asked. 

Ashburn said the city could 
help the hospital by re-neg- 
otiating a contract with Blue 
Cross for city employees which 
would specify 100 per cent pay- 
ment of the bill. 

City Manager Roger M. Scott 
said that the city was discus- 
sing its contracts with Blue 
Cross, but that several city 
employees have already lost 
their hospitalization benefits 
since the hospital set Aug. 1 
as its termination date for par- 
ticipation with Blue Cross. 

Several councilmen voiced 
concern over the fact that ot- 
her companies pay full billings 
and private patients are sub- 
sidizing Blue Cross patients 
whose bills are not fully paid.

7antisticks' Name of Play; 
Fantastic Is Its Production 



The lake Wright Dinner The- 
atre has brought a bit of fresh, 
r elaxi ng tod thoroughly enjoya- 
ble entertainment to the local 
scene with its presentation of 
the Broadway musical "The 
Fantasticks". 

The play is an exceptional 
piece of work to begin with 
. . .a musical with no sets, Ut- 
ile costuming and a less-than- 
usual plot, it is the simpli- 
city of it that makes it mem- 
orable. When done as a full 
blown stage production, as at- 
tempted several seasons ago on 
television, it Is nV. and dull 
and insincere. 

The new staging at the Lake 
Wright, however, is most con- 
ducive to this type play and it 
was the intimacy of the small 
stage and audience presence 
that brought the play, and the 
cast, to life. 

At times daring the play toe 
cast moves among the audience, 
singing from off stage, even 
Joining in duets across the 
room. It not only adds to the 
intimacy of the production, it 
demands control from the sin-/ 
gers and musicians to the point 
of professionalism. And, with 
only minor exceptions, they 
meet this challenge... despite 
the fact that only two actually 
have trained voices. 

The music from "The Fan- 
tasticks" is difficult and com- 
plicated and, other than "Try 
To Remember", is not overly 
familiar to the general audience. 
Rut it weaves the plot of the 
play and the cast handles the 
numbers quite well. 

The play is divided into two 
acts; the first follows the un- 
tarnished love of two young 
people in the romantic moon- 
light, the second tests this love 
in die realities of life under 
a glaring sun. One almost 
wishes the play could end at 
intermission, without subjec- 
ting me young lovers to the 
cruelties of life. But then, the 
play would not complete its 
message of "love conquers all". 

Ltianne N»lson and Dennis 
Stephens are very touching as 
the young lovers. Miss Nelson 
has a beautiful voice and this 
role, more than any other she 
has done, allows her the range 
she is so capable of. Stephens 
Is less accomplished but his 
voice is pleasant and his sin- 
cere approach to the role more 
than makes up for what vocal 
weakness he might have. 

Mac McManus, as El Gallo, 
the bandid-narrator, has one of 
his most challenging roles to 
date but he comes through with 
flying colors. He does not por- 
tray El Galltrtri the character's 
usual dashing, debonair manner 
but rather as a man sometimes 
soft, sometimes cruel, always 
strong. It is s good portrayal. 

Much of the tenderness of the 
play, surprisingly enough, rests 
with the fathers of the two lo- 



vers, David Long, the girl's 
father, and John Chester, the 
boy's, do an exceptional Job, 
both in singing and acting. Ches- 
ter takes the vocal lead among 
the men in the cast but Long 
holds Us own in their numbers 
together. Their musical dis- 
cussion of the generation gapis 
especially enjoyable. 

Snm e side-splitting fun hits 
the stage when Rnlla Nuckles, 
as an aging Shakespearean ac- 
tor, and B. Dent, as his quick- 
die Indian friend emerge from 
a box - literally — to add to the 
plot. Here again, the interpre- 
tation of tiie roles are a bit 
different, but Nuckles and Dent 
make it sheer fun all toe way. 




Director Tim Jones has, in 
fact, allowed, perhaps en- 
couraged, a few liberties with 
the parts and in so doing has 
given the play a flair local 
audiences will enjoy. 

The one role that must be 
seen to truly be appreciated 
Is that of the mute who, through 
her own graceful actions, be- 
comes the sets, toe props and 
actually weaves the plot into 
being. This responsibility falls 
on toe slight shoulders of Mar- 
garet Lunsford, a wisp of a 
girl of peat talent. Her con- 
tribution enhances every por- 
trayal, every scene, of the play. 

With a production as fine as 
tins there are, of course, many 
hard working talents behind the 
scenes. ..toe musical direction 
of Althea Wattes, toe choreo- 
graphy of Ron Porter, the light- 
ing by Deborah Nesd...and 
many others. 

To them, to the cast, to all 
of toe Lake Wright staff goes a 
word of sincere praise; "you've 
done a good Job, The Fantas- 
ticks' is a winner."

Max Jamison, super-critic of 
Broadway productions for a na- 
tional newsweekly and reviewer 
of films lor s literary maga- 
zine, is the non-hero of Wilfrid 
Sheed's new novel. 

"Jamison has this rigid qual- 
ity, sometimes known as integ- 
rity, sometimes known simply 
as -This rigid quality,' " and 
thereby hangs the tale. Like an 
actor sever out of character, 
Max carries the responsibility 
of his profession Into every facet 
of his life. He is critical of Ms 
wife, her lover, his children, 
and toe coterie of professional 
colleagues. He Is equally criti- 
cal of his own talents as a 
husband, father, writer and 
lover. This relentless criticism 
causes even toe super-critic a 
breakdown. Happily, the malaise 
crystallizes his real needs, and 
the denouement is surprising.

He believes mat some- 
thing said amusingly has more 
force than something said plain- 
ly,*' The entire novel Is pep-

Wood Selected For 
U* of Va. Program 



Research projects ranging 
from the pressure-flow-resis- 
tance relationship in coronary 
arteries to an examination of 
factors contributing to drugde- 
liquency in the adolescent and 
young adult are keeping 34 Uni- 
versity of Virginia JkhooLoL 
medicine students busy this 
summer. . > ,' r\, 

Among the group is Terry 
Wood of Virginia Beach. He 
and the other students are work- 
ing on basic research projects 
they initiated as part of the 
medical school's Student Re- 
search Fellowship Program. 

Their fields of interest range 
from biochemistry to neuro- 
surgery to psyshiatry to pre- 
vention medicine. 

Some students are involved 
4$, highly technical laboratory 
work— such as determining the 
sensitivity of the carotid body 
cells to oxygen or the etiology 
of acute respiratory symptoms 
and drug action on rhinovirus 
(the common cold virus)— while 
others are interviewing patients 
to try to evaluate personality 
patterns in patients with lung 
cancer. 

The program is funded by the 
National Institutes of Health, 
the Virginia Division of the 
American Cancer Society, pri- 
vate foundations and individual 



sponsors of faculty members 
sponsoring the research pro- 
jects. 

"The program is designed to 
acquaint students with research 
projects so that they actually 
have first-hand experience in 
conducting medical research," 
says Dr. Allan M. Lefer, as- 
sociate professor of physiology. 

"We want to train the broad- 
est spectrum of physicians. 
Those who have research train- 
ing can appreciate and better 
evaluate new developments in 
their field of specialty/' he 
says. 

Students are required to pre- 
pare their research findings 
in a form suitable for pub- 
lication, and in the past, many 
have been published, says Dr. 
Lefer.

Bonds 
Sold 

City Council, meeting in a 
special formal session, Tues- 
day approved the sale of $4.75 
million in school bonds to the 
Virginia Beach Public School 
Authority at a 5.75 per cent 
interest rate after two pre- 
viously unsuccessful attempts 
at sale. 

The authority in turn sold the 
bonds' to the United Virginia 
Bank at 5.67 per cent interest. 
United Virginia was the lowest 
of the four bidders on the bonds; 
the highest rate offered was 5.83 
per cent. 

The .08 per cent difference 
in rates is payment toihe' au- 
thority by the city for acting 
as a broker for the sale. 

The sale of the bonds had 
been postponed twice before 
due to unfavorable bond market 
conditions.

Judge Wnitehurst fined 
Taylor $71 and court costs and 
sentenced him to 30 days in 
jail on one conviction, nil fined 
Mm $50 and gave Mm a sus- 
pended 30 days Jail sentence on 
the second conviction. Taylor's 
attorney Fred Quayle immedi- 
ately noted an appeal of the 
conviction and Taylor is re- 
ra airing free on bond pending the 
outcome of the appeal to Vir- 
ginia Beach Circuit Court. 

Taylor, 22, lists Ms occupa- 
tion as counselor and according 
to police, is manager of the 
Runaway JHouse, He was arrest- 
ed by police Juvenile Division 
Sgt. Douglas G. McCloud and 
Det. Dennis C. Watson at the 
dwelling on July 21,. 

Lt. Henry Capps, head of the 
Juvenile Division, said Taylor 
was arrested because he had not 
adhered to regulations estab- 
lished for operation of the facil- 
ity. The charges, according to 
Capps, resulted in Taylor's al- 
leged willful concealment of two 
14-year-old girls, one from 
Norfolk, the other from Virginia 
Beach, In that wMle the girls 
were given refuge in the Runa- 
way House notification of their 
presence there was not made to 
the girls' parents or police. 
The facility had been permit- 
ted to operate only with the 
understanding that either the 
parents or police would be noti- 
fied if a youngster sought refuge 
at the Runaway House. Taylor 
violated these regulations, 
Capps said. 

A reliable source said that 
during the trial the two 14 -year- 
old girls involved in the charges 
filed against Taylor were called 
as witnesses. 

One of the girls' testified that ' 
when she arrived at the Runaway 
House and told Taylor she was 
a runaway and seeking refuge 
she was told she would be al- 
lowed to stay there but would 
have to use a false name wMle 
doing so, and had one suggested

The 14-year-old testified that 
she was told she could stay at 
tite Runaway House as long as 
she wanted to, and that she could 
"go underground" at least until 
she was 18 years of age. 

The girl testified that during 
the time she had stayed at the 
Runaway House no attempt was 
made to contact her parents or 
the police. She said however 
that an attempt was made to 
arrange an appointment between 
her and a minister, but thatshe 
never kept the appointment. She 
also testified that during her 
stay In the Runaway House she 
heard the free use of profanity 
in normal conversation, 

During the testimony of the 
second 14-year-old girl involved 
in the charges, she stated mat 
when she arrived at the Runaway 
House she was advised by 
Taylor that she could use a 

that she had nothing to worry 
about from the police because 
the Runaway House was protec- 
ted by doctors, lawyers, minis- 
ters, and priests. 

The girl also testified that 
she was never questioned as to 
the location of her home, and 
that no attempt was ever made 
to contact her parents.

She took chance and got job

Although her apartment- 
mates wanted to come home 
from Switzerland to get peanut 
butter, Gail Ansell wanted sea- 
food. 

Gail, a dental hygienist, re- 
turned in May from 22 months 
in Switzerland where she 
worked under a unique exchange 
program. It seemsjhat although 
there is a demand for dental 
hygienists in Switzerland, mere 
are not yet any schools to train 
them, so American and Canad- 
ian hygienists are "imported." 

Gall answered an advertise- 
ment she saw in a dental hy- 
giene magazine. It had arrived 
late, so she cabled the dentist 
in Switzerland of her interest. 
She received a letter in return 
that there were 14 other appli- 
cants. Although she had no 
hopes of being selected, she 
mailed her credentials-- then 
got tiie appointment. 

Her contract was for a year, 
wtttrheriare from New Yorkto

Zurich paid. The salary was set 
in advance and a place provided 
to stay. She also received three 
weeks vacation each year. 

"Breaking all my ties here 
was worse than making the 
trip/' quipped Miss Ansell "I 
had six weeks to get ready. I 
sold my car, got rid of my apart- 
ment and went to Florida to my 
sister's wedding." 

„ Wben she arrived in Zurich, 
'Gail took an apartment with 
three other young American 
women. "That's another reason 
it was easy to adjust." 

She said that housing inSwitz- 
erland is expensive. The four 
paid $250 for a four-bedroom 
apartment "furnished in early 
junk." But their salaries, she 
said, were half of what they are 
in the United States. 

Three main languages are 
spoken In Switzerland— Italian, 
French and German— and Gail 
was In the German section. "I 
didn't speak any German when 
I left here," Gall admitted. "I 
took private lessons for 14 
months. By the time I left I could 
carry on a pretty good conver- 
sation." 

Television also helped her 
learn German. "It's funny to 
watch Bonanza in German." 
She added that television was 



received by cable with good re- 
ception. Commercials are 
shown only between programs. 
"You can see a whole movie 
without interruption." 

The girls took every chance 
they could to travel. A highlight 
of their trips was a camping 
tour through Russia. 

"I was scared most of the 
time I was there," said Gail. 
"Some of the people spoke Eng- 
lish. They were curious to know 
what the U.S. is really like. 
The border area is heavily 
guarded. And the six-foot-wide 
mined area is really there. 

"They were very strict about 
where you took pictures, and 
there were definite roads you 
were allowed to go on. We were 
pretty much on our own, but 
reservations (at camping areas) 
had to be confirmed in advance. 
We took food with us. 

"We visited a Russian super 
market, though. A woman sat 
there with an abacus and people 
told her what they wanted. Then 
you paid her. In return you got 
a slip of paper which you took 
to a clerk and he filled order. 

"We're spoiled," she added. 
"I couldn't buy any of their 
meat no matter what!" 

She said that the camping 
areas were up to date and that 



most had cooking facilities and 
showers. However, they charged 
extra to take a shower. 

Gall, who specializes in per- 
iodontics or treatment of the 
areas surrounding the teeth, 
said that the Americans became 
"sort of a family. Not only 
were we teaching we were 
learning. There were seminars 
for us at the dental school every 
couple months." She pointed out 
the success of the exchange 
program by saying that there 
four "imported" dental hygien- 
ists tile first year and 35 when 
she left. She added that she 
thought the Swiss would have 
their own school in the next 
three or four years. 

Another tiling that Impressed 
Gail was that "Europeans were 



so aware of what's going on 
here (the U.S.). When Apollo 11 
went off my patients came In and 
congratulated me as though I 
were personally responsible." 
She added that the Swiss are 
opposed to the Vietnam War. 

The awareness of the Euro- 
peans rubbed off on Gail too. 
She said she is much more up 
to date on current events than 

■ ev ^&^6&^'^* **HdJhatin 
Switzerland they read copies of 
the New; York Herald-Tribune, 
Washington Post and New York 
Times. "I read all about the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel 
being hit. And I saw that Dr. 
Holland (Dr. Jerome Holland, 
formerly president of Hampton 
Institute) had been appointed 
ambassador to Sweden. He's a 
former patient of mine." 



Gail said that contrary to 
popular belief, all Swiss do not 
ski. Gail, however, learned 
while she was there. "On a 
clear day you could see the Alps 
from Zurich. Skiing was within 
hour by bus or train." Al- 
though it doesn't get as hot in 
Switzerland, many days the 
temperature reached the low 
80's. "Of course, in the higher 
altitudes it gets really cold." 

Women in Switzerland are 
still paid less than men. And 
they are not allowed to vote In 
federal elections although they 
can vote on local matters In 
some districts. 

She praised the cleanliness of 
Switzerland— not only the coun- 
try but also the restaurants. 
"You always got a tremendous 
amount of food. We never found 
a restaurant in Switzerland that 
wasn't clean and good. There 
were a lot of starches, though," 
she added as an afterthought. 

The foods were different too. 
They eat-a-lot of veal, pork 
and chicken in Switzerland. "A 
good steak would run as much 
as it does here, and considering 
our salaries were less, steak 
was quite expensive. Seafood 
was different. I didn't like it I 
was dying to come home and get 
seafood. Some of the girls had a 
real craving for peanut butter 
and Tootsie rolls. A little jar of 
peanut butter cost about a dollar. 
One thing you learned was that 
yotjaald ge^along withoetaloj 
* 'oTTJiags you thought yon 
couldn't. 

"You were expected to tip 
everywhere in Switzerland. In 
most of the countries the tip was 
added to the bill. The Swiss 
waitresses wore a little pouch, 
and they came and stood beside 
the table with the pouch open,"

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Boredom Biggest Problem Aboard Light Tower 



By LES LEHIGH 

SU men art waging a con- 
tinual battle against boredom In 
virtual Isolation while main- 
taining a constant vigil over 
weather and sea conditions at 
the U.S. Coast Guard Chesa- 
peake light Station located In 
the Atlantic Ocean 14,6 miles off 
Virginia Beach. 

The primary purpose of the 
six Coast Guardsmen on duty 
it the light station is mainten- 
: ance of toe tower's equipment 
and operating Hie various gear 
which serves mariners. 

These tasks are presently 
being performed a crew of 
Coast Guardsmen comprised of 
P.O. 1st Class Milton Herring, 
of Newport News, who is officer 
in charge of the station; EN 1 
William D. Hickman, of Wilm- 
ington, N.C.: EN3 John Filk, of 
Buffalo, N. Y.; FA Ronald 
Wright, of Dundalk, Md.; FA 
Harry Tapley, of Phila., Pa.; 
and FN David Edson, of Vernon, 

Vt 

Each of the men have their 
own individual method of fight- 
ing his personal battle against 
boredom, and varies with their 
personal background, interests 
sod plans for the future. 

Hickman, 31, whose wife and 
two children reside in Ports- 
mouth, devotes a large portion 
of bis time to the fashioning of 
small, plastic, scale, models of 
airplanes of various descrip- 
tions. His devotion to the hobby 
can be attested to by the quant- 
ity of airplane models in various 
stages of completion on asmall 
"Workbench" which he has 
fashioned In his living quarters. 
He also devotes a good portion 
of bis time to reading and the 
writing of letters to his family. 

Hickman, who is a veteran of 
12 years service with the Coast 
Guard, has been on the tower for 
four months. He says be volun- 
teered for the duty because he 
had never served on a light 
tower before. He, incidentally, 
has the distinction of being the 
only member of the light tower 
crew who can't swim. 

Filk, 20, also volunteered for 
duty on the light tower and has 
been there seven months. He is 
single, and says he devotes 
most of his spare time to read- 
ing, playing billiards, and fish- 
ing from the light tower. Filk 
says it is one of the best fishing 
spots in the Atlantic, but he is 
handicapped in the lack of live

• Wright, 21, to married and his 
wife Imeleta is living with Ms 
parents at his home in Mary- 
land. He wages bis fight against 
boredom by playing solitaire 
and devoting a large portion of 
his time to an electronics 
course in hopes of bettering 
himself in the Coast Guard. 
Wright has been on the tower 
for five months and went on 
direct assignment. He light- 
heartedly quips about the as- 
signment by saying that his 
orders stated simply for him to 
report to the station but did not 
indicate bow he Was to reach his 
duty post, some 14 miles at sea. 

Tapley 20, also assigned to 
the tower, has been mere since 
October of last year. He is 
single and devotes most of his 
free time to reading. However, 
a large portion of his time is 
spent in the galley. He Is one 
of two men who share perman- 
ent "chef ' duties on a rotating 
basis. |s _ - 

Herring, who is married and 
has one son, as well as Edson, 
who is single, were on leave 
from the tower at the time of 
this writing so how they fight 
boredom remains their secret. 

The Coast Guard has outfitted 
the tower in such a manner as 
to make life as comfortable as 
possible for the men Including 
private rooms and a combination 
dining room recreation area, 
equipped with lounge chairs, a 
television set, and billiard table. 
TUs still, however, is only a 
small assistance to the men in 
whiling away the off duty hours. 

Boredom is not of such con- 
cern to the men during the 
daytime doty hours, or while 
taking their turn at "watch". 
TUs keeps them busy with hour- 
ly 'checks of the gear on board 
the station and making the nec- 
essary communication checks, 
gathering weather information, 
and monitoring radio frequenc- 
ies established for the use of 
mariners in case of emergenc- 
ies. The fight against boredom 
sets in when they areoff duty, 
and they aggree that sometimes 
It becomes a real problem when 
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they have no activities to keep 
them busy. 

Although the men have a wide 
variety of books and magazines 
on hand, they lack the benefit 
of regular newspaper service 
and therefore depend on dally 
television broadcasts to keep 
them abreast of developments 
outside their own limited sur- 
roundings. The men do however 
receive frequent deliveries of 
newspapers on Sundays by an 
unidentified man, they refer to 
as "our friendly benefactor 
from Virginia Beach who makes 
deliveries by means of his cabin 
cruiser. 

those assigned to duty on 
the light station normally re- 
ceive assignments of 12 months. 
It is possible, however, for 
them to extend for another six 
months of duty. The men oper- 
ate on rotating schedules of 
28 days on the tower, and 13 
days on leave. This provides 
for a crew of four men -on 
duty at the tower at all times. 

Fresh supplies are taken to 
the tower every two weeks by a 
Coast Guard cutter. This also 
provides transportation to shore 
for the two men who are begin- 
ning another 28 days tour of 
duty. Most of the supplies are 
standard Coast Guard issue, 
wth the exception of food. The 
The men are given a subsistence 
allowance for their food and 
permitted to purchase what they 
desire. This provides them with 
a variety of food to suit their 
individual likes and dislikes, 
and is brought to the tower as 
men return to their duty assign- 
ments following leave periods. 
The men rotate turns at chef 
duty in preparing meals in a 
fully equipped galley located in 
the living area of the structure. 
Fresh water is supplied to the 
station on a regular schedule by 
a buoy tender, and is stored in 
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13,500 gallon tanks until used. 

Although the men are virtual- 
ly isolated on their lonely perch 
they are not completely cut off 
from the outside world. The 
tower is equipped with a hell- 
copter for transportation of men 
and supplies In the event sea 
conditions, prohibit a cutter 
from reaching the tower. TUs 
also provides for a rapid means 
of evacuating the men should 
this become necessary for med- 
ical reasons, or in the event they 
might be endangered by heavy 
storms or hurricanes. 

In medical emergencies the 
men may receive instructions 
by direct radio communications 
with the 5th Coast Guard 
District Headquarters in Ports- 
mouth, and should a medical 
evacuation become necessary 
they can be airlifted to any one 
of the military installations or 
hospitals in the Tidewater area. 

The light structure was 
placed Mo operation on Sept.. 
25, 1965 to replace Coast Guard 
Lightships which served as 
familiar navigational marks for 
mariners since 1930. 

The tower, built at a cost of 
$1.5 million, measures more 
than 400 feet from the bottom 
of its pilings which extend 
nearly 200 feet into the ocean 
floor. 

One of the main navigational 
aids provided by the tower is a 
flashing beam of light directed 
from a lighthouse beacon lo- 
cated 117 feet above sea level, 
which serves as a directional 
fix for mariners in charting 
their position at night. The light 
is visible for a distance of 16 
miles, and is clearly visible 
from the Virginia Beachshore- 
line. 

Another important naviga- 
tional aid supplied to mariners 
by the light tower Is the trans- 
mission of a radio signal wttch 
assists mariners in correcting

When 
weather conditions make visible 
sighting of the tower virtually 
impossible the fog-horn is used 
to warn of the tower's location 
as a precaution against its being 
rammed by ships. 

While performing their pri- 



mary function of service to 
mariners the men on the tower 
also assist a number of other 
agencies outside the Coast 
Guard. THs service is provided 
in conducting tests of various 
natures at the light tower by 
such groups as the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration, the Army Corps of 
Engineers, the U.S. Weather 
Bureau and the UJS. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey Service.

Boaters are reminded to 
watch gasoline purchases this 
summer to be sure they qualify 
for a refund of the highway use 
tax if they want to benefit both 
themselves and the sport of 
boating, reminds Game Com- 
mission Executive Director 
Chester F. Phelps. 

To qualify for refunds, boat- 
ers must (1) purchase their 
boating gasoline Jn minimum 
quantities of 5 gallons, (2) ob- 
tain a "paid" invoice or credit 
card ticket, for each purchase, 
and file for refund within 12 
months of the date of purchase. 

Boaters who meet the above 
requirements can recover 
5-1/2? for every gallon of 
gasoline they buy and use for 
boating, and 1-1/2$ for every 
such gallon will be set aside in 
the State Boat Fund to provide 
more access to public waters, 
boat launching facilities,, and 
other services of direct benefit 
to boaters 

Those who do not take the 
trouble to qualify for refunds 
will not get their personal re- 
bate, nor will their purchases 
help the sport of boating. 



A 19-year-old girl boarded a 
bus late Tuesday afternoon to 
return to her Detroit, Mich., 
home after spending twodaysln 
the Virginia Beach City Jail 
following her conviction of de- 
filing the American flag.

headquarters, police Sgt L.S. 
Taylor observed the flag still 
attached to the dungarees and 
obtained a warrant under the 
Virginia State Code charging 
her with defiling the American 
flag. 

The flag in question was an 
authentic, miniature American 
flag, measuring 6x4 3/4 Inches, 
bearing 50 stars on a blue field 
and containing 7 red stripes arid 
6 white stripes. 

Sgt. Taylor indicated he 
took the action he did because 
he felt he had no other choice 
as a result of the manner In 
which the flag was being treat- 
ed. His respect for the Ameri- 
can flag began when he was a 
young child. He said, "I learned 
the pledge of allegiance to the 
flag and the Lord's Prayer at

Taylor Is a retired Marine 
Corps captain and saw combat 
during service In the Pacific 
during World War II, as well as 
in Korea and Vietnam. He speaks 
of the high regard he has for the 
American flag, and of the low 
regard he has for anyone who 
attempts in any way to ridicule 
or defile the flag. 

Judge White, who apparently 
shared Taylor's feelings, was 



told by the Gale girl during her 
court appearance Hut-she could 
not see anything wrong in what 
she had done. White expressed 
his feelings on the matter by 
saying, "We're not going to put 
up with this kind of filing in 
Virginia Beach." ^ 

Prior to her leaving court for 
the City Jail the girl told Judge 
White her parents were expected 
in Virginia Beach in a few days. 
Judge White said thai if her 
parents would arrange for her to 
leave the city he would suspend 
the unserved portion of her jail 
sentence, which permitted her 
to be released from Jail late 
Tuesday when she boarded a 
bus for Detroit. 

During their appearance in 
court Judge White also fined 
the Gale girl $50 on the curse 
and abuse charge and her com- 
panion $50 for interfering with 
a police officer. 

Sgt. Taylor says he has re- 
ceived many phone calls at his 
home from Tidewater residents 
praising him for the action he 
took and his attitude in the 
matter. One of the calls came 
from the Chief of Staff, Fleet 
Marine Force Atlantic Head- 
quarters, in Norfolk, which was 
Taylor's last duty station prior 
to retirement from the Marine 
Corps.

Hopi Predictions Come 
True in Modern World; 
Day of Truth Forecast 



City Backed By 13 In 
Awards Presentation

Thomas Banyayca is a man 
from another world. He wears 
a red head-band to confine his 
long black hair, a clip, string 
tie and colored beads around 
his neck and moccasins on his 
feet. He is short and heavy set. 
In his face, thick mounds of flesh 
fold into two dark glossy pools 
that seem set somewhere be- 
yond you as he talks. He speaks 
low, in a James Joyce mono- 
tone you can hear only if you 
really want to. 

His message is as simple 
and as difficult to accept in 
our break-neck society as he 
is. We are on the verge of 
destruction (the Purification 
Day, he calls If). We have 
done it all ourselves and we 
have done it to others. 

Banyayca is the interpreter 
for the leaders of the Hop! 
Indians. The Hop! live In 
northern Arizona. They still 
cling firmly 'to ~a life- styto 
and religion that predates the 
coming of the white man. It 
is a life of peace, non-violence 
and harmony with nature. Their 
traditions and prophecies have 
been banded down through gen- 
erations only by word of mouth 
or diagrams. They have no 
written language. 

Banyayca was shuttled, to 
Virginia Beach from Washing- 
ton by tee Association, of Re- 
search and Enlightenment. He 
was at the Capital with a 
Friends-Quaker group teat de- 
livered a peace message jointly 
with Japanese representatives 
on the 25th anniversary of the 
bombing of Hiroshima. He 
spoke at the A. R. E. Thurs- 
day and at the Friends meeting 
house Friday. 

Listening to Banyaca is a 
sobering experience. Adhering 
to Hopi traditions of non-vio- 
lence, he was an unofficial con- 
cientious objector during World 
Was n. He was jailed sev- 
eral times for his resistance. 
On several occasions he was 
congratulated by Federal offic- 
ials for his firm beliefs even 
after severe "interrogation" 
sessions. Most of bis life has 
been spent observing, thinking 
and woridng to turn our society 
around from what he believes is 
a path of destruction. 

The Hopi believe there is 
a power in everything which 
keeps it alive. 

"We look to the world as 
one whole nature. We are part 
of it. We cannot break away 
from it", Banyayca said. 

The Hopi prophecies hold 
that the Purification Day will 
be near when people in this 
land are so corrupted they turn 
to material things instead of 
those spiritual. Evil white men 
will try to destroy Hopi and 
other Indians and take their 
land. > , 

Purification will come, said 
Banyayca, when the road in the 
sky has been fulfilled (use of 
airplanes) and when man has 
invented a "gourd of ashes that 
can fall upon the earth and boil 
everything within one great area 
where no grass will grow for 
many years" (nuclear weapons). 

According to Banyayca, the 
Hopi have said the world will 
be shaken by three great de- 
structions: once by men with 
the sip of the swastika— act- 
ually an ancient symbol in many 
civilizations signifying the core 
of life. The second destruct- 
ion will come by men under a 
sun symbol, which represents 
the power and warmth of the sun. 
The third destruction will come 
from the people "with a red 
cape or cloak...They will be 
large in population and have 
no religion but their, own. All 
power in the world will be placed 
in their hands and they will 
come swiftly in one day." 

Finally, Banyayca said, 
"one will come from the West 
like a big storm...He will be 
many many people and unmer- 
clful..,.,he will cover the land 
like ants." 

Banyayca said his people 
have also predicted turmoils or 
"fires" tome Southeast and

West (South American, Middle 
East, and Southeast Asia) as 
well as internal fires teat will 
spread and envelope tee con- 
tinent with the outbreak of an- 
other fire in the North, He 
said the Hop! predicted assas- 
sination of high leaders, ecol- 
logical imbalance and deterior- 
ation, and the misuse of power 
and technology by the white man. 

He said his ancestors pre- 
dicted houses that carry people 
across the land (trains), trails 
with water (pavement reflecting 
sun's rays), carriage pulled by 
animals, teen run by themselves 
and speaking through cobwebs, 
(telephone tines). 

According to Banyayca, his 
people said long ago that some- 
day their leaders would "go 
to a house of Micca to plead 
for help but be turned away 
at the doors." In 1959, Ban- 
yayca was part of an unsuc- 
cessful delegation to the United 



Nations to appeal for assist- 
ance to the Indian nations. The 
prophecies also told of abreak- 
down in power and utilities and 

how white men would try to 
remove parte of their sacred 
lands. Several utility compan- 
ies are now mining minerals 
and building power plants near 
the Hopi lands. 

Banyayca says that man 
must go back to spiritual val- 
ues to save themselves. The 
fact that what he says is to- 
day a more than familiar theme 
all around us, is the sobering 
element of bis dialogue. That 
there is a strange relationshop 
of the tuaditions of an ancient 
Indian tribe, to the warnings 
scientists and conservationists, 
the appeals of politicians and 
minority groups and the world 
situation that exists with its 
perspective of history, is some- 
thing that cannot be easily dis- 
missed. 



A 13-man delegation, made 
up of three private citizens, 
two city officials and eight coun- 
cil members, will leave August 
23 tor Portland, Oregon to make 
a pitch for Virginia Beach as 
and All-American City. 

Six of tee group will actually 
make the presentation: Vice 
Mayor, Robert Cromwell, as 
as elected official, City Man- 
ager Roger Scott, an appointed 
official; Public Information Of- 
ficer Frank Creasy, who is put- 
ting together the presentation; 
and Lawrence A. Sancilio, 
Aaron Parsons and A'Igy Cohen, 
private citizens whose respect- 
ive projects were primarily re- 
sponsible for having the city 
nominated for the award. 

The original entry in tee 
competition, co-sponsored by 
Look Magazine and National 
Municipal League, spotlight 
three major projects in which 
citizen participation had bene- 
fited tee city...the Seatack 
C lean-Up Campaign, headed by 
Parsons; the Hospitality House, 
sterted by Cohen; and the Cit- 
izen groups seeking economic 
development, Virginia Beach 
Development Council and Com- 
mittee of 100 represented by 
Sancilio. 

The success of these three 
projects was instrumental in 
having Virginia Beach picked 
for the 22 finalists in tee nat- 
ional competition. 

Only three members of 
council will not attend the pre- 
sentation in Oregon— Mayor 
Frank, Dusch and councilmen 
"John Me- 
Combs. 

Council decided this week to 
join the delegation. Mayor 
Dusch, who bad said earlier be 
could not attend because of 
previous commitments, pointed 
out at the time that the expense 
could possibly open the city to 
criticism. 

The cost of the trip, estimat- 
ed at $6,000 to $7,000, would 
not require a new appropriation, 
Scott said. "It will be taken out 
of funds already budgeted for 
promotion," be explained. 

The decision to expand the 
delegation was primarily based 
on two points. Council members 
would be on hand to answer 
questions posed by the jury of 
experts and would also be avail- 
able to promote Virginia Beach 
industrially among the many 



officials representing the other 
21 cities in the competition. 

"These councilmen have dir- 
ected, the city for several 
years," Scott said. "They are 
in a position to officially ans- 
wer questions which might be 
asked by the jury during tee 
questioning session following 
our presentation." 

It was also felt that the seven 
extra councilmen (those not act- 
ually involved in the presenta- 
tion) would be able to mingle 
with other official representa- 
tives, perhaps making contacts 
which might lead to potential 
industry for Virginia Beach. 

"We. have a very conserva- 
tive council," Scott said. "This 
will be tee first time they have 



Virginia Beach's 13-man del- 
egation Is actually small com- 
pared to some of tee other 
cities involved. Lumberton, 
N.C., with a population of 16,000 
persons, has a 15- man delega- 
tion. Shelby, N.C., with 18,000 
people, has 10 representatives 
scheduled, and Florence, S.C.

"It would seem that these 
smaller cities are in good fi- 
nancial shape," Mayor Dusch 
commented. "Of course, they 
probably have industry backing 
them or they couldn't do it." 

Scott said he was more than 
pleased that council had de- 
cided to join them in Oregon. 

"None of the council mem- 



ever traveled any distance as a bers were aware that the city

Commercial development of 
Rudee Inlet got a big boost 
Tuesday when tee Virginia 
Beach Planning Commission put 
its stamp of approval on a pro- 
posed 361-slip marina. 

The application, however, 
brought objections from the 
Seatack Community League, re- 
presented by the Rev. L. W. 
Chase, who said his group's 
main concern was with' getting 
sewer lines extended into the 
area. He also pointed out that 
there is no access road to the 
marina site now. 

The site, which would also 
have related recreational and 
commercial facilities including 
gasoline supply, is at the west- 
ern end of Lake Rudee, north 
of Owls Creek and east of South 
Birdneck Road at the end of 
East Gregory's Lane. The ap- 
plication was made by the Rudee 
Inlet Yacht Basin, Inc., repre- 
sented by Richard Guy. 

Planning Director Charles C. 
Carrington commented that this 
would be "a tremendous use of 
the land and just the type of 
development the City has been 
looking for in Rudee Inlet." 
However, required water and 
sewage lines will create a prob- 
lem. The Public Health Depart 
ment will not approve septic 
tanks in the area. They also said 
that sewer lines extended under 
the lake would be unaccept?N°, 
leaving the extension of lines 
through Seatack as the only 
alternative. A tentative sched- 
ule t»- extend the tines through 
Seatack is tor the next "two or 
three years." "The Planning 
Department Is at a loss at what 
to recommend," said Carring- 



ton. 

The Commission recom- 
mended approval of tee applica- 
tion subject to water, sewer and 
access road settlement. 

Two other applications which 
brought lengthy discussions 
were both deferred 30 days. One 
was that of the City to establish 
an historic and cultural conser- 
vation district in Kempsville 
and the other, also in Kemps- 
ville, was that of the Rev. John 
Gimenez to build a church in the 
Kempsville Colony area. 

Glenn McClanun led the oppo- 
sition to the historical zoning by 
saying that it would create a 
hardship to property owners in 
the area and adding that bound- 
ary lines affected by the zoning 
were not clear in the applica- 
tion. He asked specifically that 
a 200-foot wide strip of vacant 
land not be included. 

McClanan added that fair 
compensation to owners of his- 
torical property should be 
worked out. "Since you're put- 
ting the strong controls on the 
property owners that you are, 
you must use the utmost care." 

According to the Planning De- 
partment, there are only five of 
the original buildings in Kemps- 
ville left, and it is the desire of 
the City to preserve them al- 
though there are no funds to do 
so. included in the buildings is 
an old courthouse which served 
the area and a jail which is 
nothing but a shell. 

The application was brought

Race Relations Studied 
By Three From Beach

Three members of the "So- 
ciety of Friends of Virginia 
Beach" have returned to the 
resort city after participating 
in a week long conference on 
race relations in Washington, 
D.C. 

Those who represented Vir- 
ginia Beach in the conference 
included Evelyn Bradshaw, 
Janie Waller and Aaron Par- 
sons. 

The conference, attended by 
approximately 125 representa- 
tives of "Friends Societies" 
throughout the United States, 
was sponsored by the American 
Friends service Committee 
which is a national organization 
affiliated with the Quaker 
Church. 

The basic theme of the con- 
ference centered around learn- 
ing how to detect the existence 
of racism in today's society, 
recognizing some of the meth- 
ods through which racism Is be- 
ing perpetuated, and actions 
which can-be taken to deal with 
racism wherever it is found to 
exist. 

The Virginia Beach repres- 
entatives to the conference said 
they were shown how discrimin- 
ation between whites and minor- 
ity groups, expecially those of 
the black race, has continued 
through the years. According 
to the information released at 
the conference discrimination 
has been perpetuated through 
such means as American his- 
tory books In belittling the role 
played by black beople, and 
other minority groups, in the 
early stages of the development 
of the United States and the 
culture of American people. 

Another means through which 
discrimination is being promot- 
ed, they were told, is through 
associations in the business 
world refusing to utilize black 
resources, and otter minority 
groups, in everyday business 



transactions. Mrs. Bradshaw, 
Miss Waller and Parsons said 
they were told this was being '• 
done through the failure to em- 
ploy blacks in financial organi- 
zations. 

The Information released to 
those who attended the confer- 
ence was reportedly contained 
in reports on investigations Into 
racism on a national level con- 
ducted by representatives of the 
American Friends Society over 
a lengthy period of time. 

Those attending were In- 
structed in methods of recog- 
nizing the various forms of race 
discrimination by putting them 
in the position of being discrim- 
inated against. This was ac- 
complished by a mental expos- 
ure to how they would be re- 
ceived if they were in a minor- 
ity group. They then were in- 
structed to devise methods of 
coping with discrimination. 

Discussions were held in 
small groups on what future 
action should be taken to im- 
prove race relations in those 
areas which appeared to be 
presenting the greatest prob- 
lems today. These fields in- 
cluded riot prevention, college 
recruitment, community mental 
health, repeal of abortion laws, 
building trades unions, high 
school integration, black re- 
patriation, and migrant work- 
ers. 

Mrs. Bradshaw attended the 
discussion dealing with riot 
prevention. She said this af- 
forded her an opportunity of 
sharing the experiences of those 
attending the conference wbo- 
were caught dp In the turmoil 
of recent riots in areas such 
as Philadelphia, Indianapolis, 
and Wilmington, Del. $ 

She said the discussions lead 
her to believe mat one of the 
key factors which would be 
valuable in riot prevention is 
improving of race relations 
within a community, including 
the sharing of problems and 
seeking solutions to them before 



the upgrading of a child's living 
conditions as well as giving the 
child a sound educational back- 
ground. 

She said it was pointed out 
that a large portion of unrest on 
campus results from the basic 
fact of a sudden confrontation 
of blacks and whites under cir- 
cumstances they had not shared 
before, i.e. being in the same 
classrooms, working together, 
and, in some instances, living 
together under integrated con- 
ditions. She said she also felt, 
because of Ideas brought out 
during the sessions, that today's 
colleges should implement a 
more thorough exchange of ide- 
ologies between the races even 
to the point of increased inte- 
gration among faculty members. 

Aaron Parsons took part in 
discussions dealing with prob- 
lems facing migrant workers. 
He said perhaps the most Im- 
portant aspect of dealing with 
this situation lies In providing 
means of giving migrant Work- 
ers an Inner feeling of pride and 
Importance in themselves as 
individual human beings. He 
said he felt the only way this 
would be accomplished Is 
through convincing land owners 
who employ migrant workers 
that working and living condi- 
tions must be improved on their 
farms. 

The Virginia Beach rep- 
resentatives toured those areas 
of Washington, D.C., which were 
the scenes of racial unrest, tur- 
moil, and riots sometime ago. 
They each agreed that even 
though nearly two years have 
passed since the incidents, res- 
idents of the riot-stricken areas 
still exhibit a feeling of tense- 
ness and live in a general 
atmosphere of fear and suspic- 
ion of other people. 

Prior to the close of the 
conference- the -L'Friends For 
Human Justice" was organized 
and a decision made for the 
organization to hold it's first 
national meeting this October In

Answer T6 The Drug Problem? 

The drug problem in this country has reached frighteningl 
proportions. It is growing at a startling rate. 

Between 1961 and 1968, eight years, the number of arrests 
for drug-related crimes Increased by more than 300 percent. 
The increase among young people under 18 increased by 1,860 
per cent. 

Don't get the idea this drug problem is just a few people taking 
a puff of marijuana. In the first five years of the GO'S about 300 
people in New York City died from heroin-related causes. In I 
1969 alone, more than 900 people died of the same causes. Of the 
900 deaths, 224 were teen-agers and 24 were under 15 years of age. 

IN NEW YORK CITY, AMONG YOUNG PEOPLE, BETWEEN 
THE AGES OF 18 AND 35, DEATHS TRACED TO THE USE OF 
HEROIN ALONE ARE GREATER THAN THOSE CAUSED BY ANY | 
OTHER REASON! 

Think about that for a minute. That means heroin Is causing I 
more deaths among the young people in New York that automobile 
accidents or disease. This demonstrates the seriousness of the | 
problem. 

How does the use of drugs grow? One way Is by drag users | 
recruiting others to join them. You have the Timothy Leary types 1 
encouraging others to join them. You also have the drug pushers 
recruiting new clients. Misery loves company. 

Drugs have to come from somewhere. The publicity goes to the 
drugs that come into the country from foreign sources. Did you 
know that perhaps as much as 50 percent of the production of 
legitimate pharmaceutical companies is diverted into the illicit 
market? That is 50 per cent! 

When the subject of drugs comes up someone Is bound to 
mention the suggestion that the Government authorize hard drugs 
dispensed to addicts by physicians. They claim this would dry up 
the illegal sale of drugs and help cure the problem. 

Did you know this was tried In file United States in the 1920's? 
To help cure opium addiction, the goverment authorised heroin 
dispensed in clinics. The results was addiction to heroin. 

England tried this method in recent years and file number of 
addicts tripled during the trial period. Today, England permits 
drugs dispensed under highly restricted controls. 

One of ttw serious side effects of the drug problem is the cost 
to the addicts. Today, a heavily addicted person will need $50 to 
$100 a day to finance their drug habit. This money must come 
from somewhere and since few people make that kind of money 
honestly, they must turn to crime to secure it 

Much is said about marijuana being harmless and little more 
than alcohol. Comparing alcohol, to marijuana Is hot sound. 
Marijuana is a known hallucinogen. Alcohol is a depressant. 
People who smoke marijuana fo so for one reason only - to get 
high. Most people who drink alcohol do it for purposes other 
than getting drunk. 

A major pr oblem with smo king marijuana is that the user

"represents a part of die coun- 
try that is irreplaceable." She 
added that she wished she had 
the funds needed to restore the 
house. "It's well worth preserv - 
ing." Hers and her brother's 
application was, also deferred 
another 30 days. 

Objections to the church 
arose from Rev. Gimenez' work 
with drug addicts. Although he 
assured the Commission that he 
planned nothing except church 
activities in the building, resi- 
dents of Kempsville Colony and 
the Commission questioned him 
at length about his drug work.

Nowhere are people doing 
more about the weather today 
than in the American home, 
where millions of families en- 
Joy the many benefits of air 
conditioning. Their reasons for 
purchasing air conditioning 
units generally Include more 
sleep, more restful sleep, lower 
temperature and humidity, 
better appetites, less house- 
work, relief from allergy prob- 
lems, more family "together- 
ness," less noise from outdoors 
and less money spent on outside 
entertainment in the summer. 

Most houses soak up beat like 
a sponge by late afternoon. If 

you wait until then to turn on an 
airconditioner , the load will be 
more than iftan efficiently cope 
with, and It will labor for hours 
to catch up. Be sure to turn 
your airconditioner on relative- 
ly early in the day. For maximum 
efficiency, doors and windows 
should be kept closed and 
shielded from direct sunlight. 

Whether or not you have an 
air conditioner, you can keep 
summer humidity levels down 
by venting other appliances and 
restricting moisture-producing 
activities such as showering, 
bathing, laundering, mopping 
and scrubbing to early morning 
or late evening hours.

Some folks may believe that 
money makes the world go 
around, but those who under- 
stand nature know better. light 
Is the unique source of energy 
upon which we depend for our 
existence and progress. 

Light provides the energy for 
photosynthesis which produces 
all of our food. Without light 
there would be no green plants, 
and thus no food for animals or 
man. The earth would be a 
barren, lifeless sphere. 

The Interesting plant growth 
phenomena we would like to em- 
phasize at this time is the 
photoperlod. This response of 
plants to the daily duration of 
light and darkness Is of great 
importance to home gardeners 
and horticulturists. 

The flowering of most plants 
Is directly related to the length 
of the light and dark periods to 
which they are exposed. Some 
plants such as chrysanthemum, 
cosmos and nolnsetta ri«,v»inn 



flowers only under short day 
conditions. 

Commercial florists and home 
gardeners may use the longand 
short day photoperlod charact- 
eristic to adjust the blooming 
date of their plants. Years ago 
for example, you could have 
chrysanthemums only during the 
fall. Now, by shading the plants 
when the days are long, you can 
cause them to bloom in the 
spring and early summer. 

Although classified according 
to the length of the daylight 
period, the response of plants 
to light Is actually due to the 
duration of the dark period. 
Scientists determined this by 
observing that breaking the long 
dark period in the middle, even 
for a very short time, prevented 
the flowering of short day plants.

The study of photoperiodism 
can become quite Complicated. 
As gardeners, we need only to 
be familiar with this phenomena 
and appreciate its Importance 
in the flowering of our plants.

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Protectors Keep You From

Each morning, A. F. Zegan 
comes to work with but one 
thought In mind; protecting you. 
Zegan doesn't wear a uniform 
or carry a gun. His tools 
are a set of mights, scales, 
intricately designed containers 
and a lot of common sense. 

Zegan, a weights and mea- 
sures inspector for the newly 
created Consumer Protection 
Division, is out to protect the 
consumer, and his 'man' is any- 
thing that's not weighing right 
or not giving the consumer 
what he's paying for. 

"We check everything," he 
said. "It doesn't make any 
difference what it is." Nothing 
•scapes the scrutiny of Zegan. 

"I've been wondering wheth- 
er the coin operated dryers and 
washers give you the full wash 
time or a full ten minutes 
in the dryer. It's not some- 
thing we check, but I still won- 
der if it does. 

"If a man puts in a dime 
for the ten minutes, he ought 
to get the full time on the 
dryer," he said. "It's the 
principal of the thing." 

That principal leads Zegan 
to inspect everything from oil 
delivery tracks to taxi cab met- 
ers. When in supermarkets, 
he checks for meats that might 
be short, prepackaged candies 
that might be underweight, or 
anything else that might cause 
the consumer to be cheated. 

Probably the two areas that 
he and the city's only other 
inspector concentrate on are 
gasoline Stations and super- 
markets. 

When Segan arrives at the 
gas station to check its pumps 
and any other devices that 
should give the purchaser a 
specified amount, he knows that

inspection will be long and tir- 
ing. 

The first thing he does Is tell 
the owner he's there. "Weal- 
ways want to maintain good re- 
lations with the people we 
check." 

Depending on the number of 
pumps at the station, Zegan 
often has to carry as much as 
1,000 pounds of gas to run two 
simple tests. "There's one 
" ^onjhat has about 55 pumps, 
and that's a lot of gas," he 
said. 

Zegan checks the gas pumps 
at slow and fast rates of de- 
livery, pumping five gallons of 
gas at each rate. If the gas 
delivered is. not five gallons, 
pip or minus seven cubic in- 
ches, he tags the pump for 
rejection, giving the owner ten 
days to have the item repaired. 
If the pump Is new or has 
just been repaired, the tol- 
erance is only three and one- 
half cubic inches. 

Zegan said he sees that the 
pump has a dollar and deci- 
mal signs, shows the price per 
gallon, the number of gallons 
pumped, and the total cost, all 
of which he checks to make 
sure that the computing device 
Is accurate. 

Other devices checked in- 
clude the air eliminator, the 
lnnerlocking device on the 
pump, and the anti-drain value, 
which keeps the' hose full of 
gasoline up to the nozzle. 

"If the valve allows one- 
half a cent's worth to register 
without delivering it, the pump's 
rejected," he said. "That's 
not very much gas or money, 
but you figure that if he cheats 
each man half a cent on every 
delivery, over the long run he'll 
be making some money." 

If the pump, which is given 
a seal of approval as it's 
checked each year, passes in- 
spection, Zegan goes on to the 
other devices in the station 
Including the grease delivery 
units and kerosene pumps. 

"What most people think is 
that we're out to protect just 
the consumer, but we also are 
here to protect the distributor. 
They're also consumers, and we 
see that they don't end up los- 
ing money on either end," said 

That attitude apparently is 
most appreciated in super- 
markets, tor Food Fair man- 
ager Sol Musarra is constantly 
aware of how easily the store 
can be 'shorted' through 
a simple miscalculation by a 
weigher and how costly that 
mistake can be. 

"It's a help to us to be 
checked. It's just as easy to 
do it one way as it is the other." 

Musarra said. 

Zegan said that generally if 
there are any items in a store 
that might be short, they can 
be found in the meat cases. 
Red meats are suspect because 
. they tend fa dehydrate in the

, offenders are chickens, which 
have a large percentage of fluid 
and tend to leak, be said. 



When Zegan walks into the 
store, he carries with him a 
set of weights, a large scale, 
and a contraption he designed 
so he can mount the scales atop 
a shopping cart. 

"It might look a little funny, 
but it works," he said. 

After donning a white labor- 
atory coat with weights and 
measures patch on back, he 
take! 1 a walk along the cases 
in the store, selecting items 
at random. 

"Usually, we try to be out 
of a store in three hours, be- 
cause we don't want to create 
any problems or bad images," 
Zegan said. "We don't check 
the whole store in mat time, 
but what we do is select the 
meats, or the prepacked items, 
or any other category and check 
them at one time." 

"Everything in the store 
eventually gets checked during 
the year at least." 

If meats are to be checked, 
he asks for the tare weight 
of the packaging. Tare weight 
is the total weight of the plastic 
wrap and the container, which 
is not included in the weight 
shown on the label. 

"I check seven items in a lot 
and if the pluses are less than 
the minuses, then I check up to 
ten lots." The tolerances 
are read in the hundredths of 
an ounce. 

If, after checking ten lots, - 

Ke minuses are still greater, 
en the whole lot Is ordered 
pulled, he said and must be 
re-weighed. 

Zegan said faculty weighing 
is usually due to neglect on 
the part of the weigher, poor 
supervision or else a scale 
that is out of allignment. , 

Musarra said that since 
meats are most often off weight, 
re* meats not sold after the 
first day are reweighted. Bone 
end meats are weighed every 
two days, and chickens are 
weighed every day. If, the 
chickens are still in the case 
after three days they are pulled 
completely. 

"If we have too much meat 
in the case, it means that the 
cutter hasn't been doing his job 
properly. He should know what 
our production is going to be, 
**and not go over' it," Musarra' 

said. 
Zegan said that if the meats 

in the case tend to be off, 
he'll begin to check the whole 
case. "It's rare, but some 
cases hive been pulled com- 
pletely and re-weighed," he 

said. . 

In June, it wasn't meat 

but milk that the Inspectors 
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Musarra watches Zegan check packaged

ordered pulled. 
volumes provided in gallons and 
quarts was discovered and 
traced back to the dairies. The 
containers, both glass and wax- 
board, were found' to be de- 
ficient by as much as three or 
more ounces and ordered de- 
stroyed and the error cor- 
rected. 

Assistant Sealer E. L. White- 
hurst Jr. said that the dair- 
ies and supermarkets, to his 
knowledge, ' tton't commit the 
errors with the intent to de- 
fraud, and thus aren't given 
summons for the violations. 

"The only violation I've ever 
had in court was when a man 
was convicted for delivering a 
short cord of wood," he said. 
"It cost him $25 and court 
costs." 

Whitehurst said the complaint 



pqmo i n fr om someone who'd 
bought what he thought was a 
short cordr "A cord is de- 
fined as 128 cubic feet of wood, 
well stacked and stored," he 
said, "and I guess it wasn't," 

Although <Jhe weights and 
measures inspectors haven't 
yet begun their new assignment 
in the field of consumer pro- 
tection as established by ad- 
ministrative reorganization, 
Whitehurst thinks they've been 
in the field for a long time. 
"We're out to keep people from - 
getting cheated and seeing that 
a man gets what he pays for." 

"That's aU consumer protec- 
tion is, anyway. Seeing that 
people get what they pay for. 
All of this," Whitehurst said, 
gesturing to opened cans and 
packages that have been check- 
ed, "is consumer protection." 




Psychiatric Hospital 
Gets Council's Okay 



Despite protests of about 75 
residents, City Council Monday 
approved a use permit applica- 
tion by the Psychiatric Institute 
of America for a 100 bed facility 
on First Colonial Road near the 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach, by a vote of nine to one. 

The hospital, the first of its 
kind in the state and the second 
in the nation, is to be construct- 
ed between Will-O-Wisp and 
Wildwood drives. Opposition to 
the facility's location was based 
on "traffic problems" it would 
create. 

The profit hospital, to be 
administered by Robert W. 
Fleming, will be owned and op- 
erated by nine local psychia- 
trists, but will be developed, 
sponsored and maintained on a 
consultative basis by the P1A. 

Fleming told council the 
group had thoroughly searched 
the city for other sites, includ- 
ing the Cavalier Hotel, the White 
Heron, and the general hospital 
annex on 25th Street. 

But none of these sites were 
satisfactory, he said, because 
they weren't close enoug.«tothe 
general hospital to allow for 
mutual use of facilities. 

Another factor to be con- 
sidered is the effect of the loca- 
tion on the patients, Fleming 
said. "It must be maintained in 
the community atmosphere to 
remain a part of the community " 
and to help the patients feel that 
they are still a part of the com- 
munity. 

"This is a unique and special 
facility in the area," Medical 
Director Dr. Stuart Ashman 
said. "We expect to operate as 
a volunt—v hospital and don't 
expect to cake any committed 
patients." 

However, Dr. Ashman said 
they would take any patients on 
an emergency basis. "There 
are some who have had to spend 



a few nights in jail; now we hope 
that won't happen," he said. 

He said that at present there 
is a need for one bed per 1,000 
residents. "We need at least 160 
beds in this one facility" and 
added that even though there are 
no special psychiatric facilities 
at the general hospital, about 10 
to 13 patients are being treated 
there. 

Dr. Ashman said that the bulk 
of patients are expected to be of 
the intermediate care type, re- 
quiring four to six weeks of hos- 
pitalization. "There will be no 
custodial care patients. 

"We do not intend to operate 
a constantly locked facility. That 
type of patient is few and far 
between," he said, 

Fleming said that "any 
patients that are disturbed 
would be under constant medi- 
cal supervision'' and added that 
they would not be allowed to 
wander about unsupervised. 

"This is an entirelydlfferent 
concept of a mental hospital 
other than the old style of a 
custodial care hospital," he 
said. 

But despite the reassurances 
of Fleming and Dr. Ashman, 
residents weren't satisfied that 
the patients would be under 
control. 

H. L. Hoffman, president of 
the First ColonialCivic League, 
told council the league supports 
the need for a mental hospital 
but "strongly opposes its loca- 
tion." He suggested that the 
hospital be located next to the 
Mental Hygiene CUnic on Wild- 
wood Drive or north of the gen- 
eral hospital next to other pro- 
fessional buildings under con- 
struction. 

Attorney W. Leigh Ansell, who 
said he represented some 87 
homes in the area, said "If this 
was a pediatrics hospital I 
wouldn't be here today." 



Noting that the hospital has no 
grounds to speak of, he said he 
understood that the facility 
wouldn't have any bars, walls, 
fences, or uniforms. 

"These people can wander 
around whereever they want," 
Ansell said. "You wouldn't want 
these people wandering around 
where your children lived." 

Even though there are no 
plans to accept a committed 
patient, Ansell told council 
there would be no way to keep 
them from being admitted once 
the permit was approved. 

He added that there would be 
additional traffic problems with 
the construction of the facility, 
adding to the already congested 
situation near the hospital and 
new professional facilities. 

But PI A Attorney Thomas C. 
Broyles said he had called 
Reeves Johnson, the city's 
former director of safety, and 
Johnson had told him there was 
no traffic problem presented In 
the area. 

Broyles said that the hospital 
has an option to buy three acres 
adjacent to the site if parking 
becomes a problem, as sug- 
gested by several of the resi- 
dents and Ansell. 

In addition, Broyles said the 
hospital would create a service 
entrance off Will-O-Wlsp Drive 
instead of Wildwood Drive to 
reduce the flow of traffic. 

Making a motion to approve 
the use permit, Councilman 
Lawrence Marshall noted* that 
it appeared to him that a pedia- 
trics hospital would create no 
more traffic problems than a 
psychiatric hospital, and asked 
councils' approval of the hospi- 
tal's request. 
The only councilman opposing 

approval of the permit was 
Kenneth M. Whitehurst Sr.; 
the motion carried 10 - L .

For the 
boating enthusiast, this should 
always be uppermost in his 
ndhd. Safe boating means many 
things to many people. To the 
operator, it means safe opera- 
tion witt no damage to boat 
or passenger. To the relatives 
or friends ashore, it means all 
sailors returning home safely. 
To the Coast Guard, safe boat- 
ing means that those on the wat- 
er are practicing safe boating 
habits and that fewer calls for 
assistance are received than 
would normally be expected. 

Search and Rescue facilities 
in the Fifth Coast Guard Dis- 
trict have been called for ass- 
istance over 8000 times this 
year. Over 40% of all ass- 
ists resulted in towing a dis- 
abled boat to a safe harbor. 
Over 250 boatmen required ass- 
istance from the Coast Guard 
because they had run aground! 
Almost 200 assistance cases 
were logged in locating over- 
due boats. Otter categories 
of assistance listed are per- 
sonnel rescues, medicos, de- 
watertings, escorts, etc 

Three factors which must be 
considered in boating safety 
are the boat, the operator, and 
the environment. Any one of 
these can contribute to a boat- 



ing accident. A small percen- 
tage of accidents are attribut- 
able to the boat and its equip- 
ment. There is a possibility 
of a great many more, how- 
ever, as evidenced by the high 
percentage of assists which re- 
sulted in towing or refloating 
vessels. Any of these could 
have been accidents if their 
misfortune had been accompan- 
ied by a sudden change for the 
worse in weather. 

Everybody talks about the 
weather but nobody does any- 
thing about it. True, almost. 
The boatman can do something 
about it - most of the time. 
First, he can get the weather 
forecast before he gets under- 
way. And there are many 
sources for this information. 
For example, the radio,, the 
telephone, the newspaper, tele- 
vision, etc And Just as imp- 
ortant as getting the forecast 
before you get underway is hav- 
ing some sort of radio receiver 
aboard so you can keep up with 
the latest Information. All com- 
mercial radio stations broad- 
cast the weather frequently and 
the Weather Bureau has a cons 
tinuous broadcast on 162.55 mHz 
FM. 

An analysis of all boating acc- 
idents and Search and Rescue 
statistics show ttat almost 60% 
of all fatalities and over 40% 
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of all property damage was due 
to operator fault Of the three 
factors, boat, operator, and en- 
vironment, there is a strong 
hint ttat the operator is the one 
which contirbutes most to the 
boating statistics. He Is the 
one which can also do the most 
toward a safe boating commun- 
ity. It's up to html 
SAFETY TIPS 

- Know your boat. What 
it can do and can't do. How 
it will handle in all kinds of 
weather. 

- Don't overload. Or over- 
power. Be sure your boat has ' 
enough positive buoyancy to 
support the load you carry. If 
you are swamped or capsized, 
this positive buoyance will sup- 
port your passengers in the 
water. 

- Keep a good lookout. Es- 
pecially if you are towing a 
skiier. The operator must be 
free to keep his eye on where 
he is going, and there are too 
many things besides the skier 
which may cause him trouble. 
A lookout can keep the opera- 
tor advised of otter boats, ski- 
iers, etc. 

- Operate at safe speeds. 
There are many statistics to 
show how far it takes to stop 
a car going at a certain speed. 
But there are many more var- 
iables in boat operation. Do 
you know how far it will take 
to stop your boat? Do you 
know what your turning circle 
distances are at different spe- 
eds? 

- Respect the weather. Be 
aware of what the weather fore- 
cast says and keep Informed 
throughout the day. 

- Carry necessary equip- 
ment. Ufesaving devices, Are 
extinguishers, sufficient fuel, 
paddles or oars, and whatever 
is needed. All children and 
non-swimmers should wear the 
Ufesaving devices at all times. 
Everyone aboard should wear 
them in rough weather. Know 
how to use all equipment in 
the boat. 

- Keep the boat in tip-top 
condition. Check all safety eq- 
uipment, carry spare parts. 
Be defensive against fire and 
explosion. 

Obey the law. Operate 

boat as you would have 
others operate theirs. Don't 
make a move if you're intox- 
icated. 

Make safe boating your "cru- 
ise-aid". Address any quest- 
ions you may have to the writer 
at Commander, Fifth Coast Gu- 
ard District (obs), Portsmouth.

Controversy continues to 
flare over whether or not the 
city should bear the expense 
of sending 13 delegates— six 
official representatives and 
seven additional councilman— 
to the All-America City judg- 
ing next week In Portland, Or- 
egon. 

As of Wednesday afternoon 
opposition to the added expense 
of sending council enmasse had 
come form the Jaycees, the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Republican City Committee. 

The Innkeepers' board of 
directors Tuesday night recom- 
mended that 25 per cent of the 
estimated $7,500 cost of the 
trip, or $1,875, be appropri- 
ated out of "that portion of 
the travel and tourism budget 
set aside for promotional pur- 
poses." 

This portion of the budget 
is presently set at $10,000 and 
is incorporated in the $178,000 
tourist promotion budget City 
Manager Roger Scott said earl- 
ier would supply the needed 

funds. 

The Innkeepers apparently 
took the action to prevent the 
possibility that the entire $7,500 
would be taken out of the $10,000 
appropriation which most bene- 
fits them. 

Innkeeper President Roy 
Niel said tee decision was made 
after Scott spoke to the group 
Tuesday and explained the pub- 
licity and public relations ben- 
efits the city would derive from 
the award. 

-Sbe Chamber of Commerce, 
on the other hand, has suggested 
that the funds be charged to 
another city account. 

In a letter to Scott, Chamber 
Executive Vice President Albin 
R. Mailhes said "we fully rec- 
ognize the advertising value to 
the city but feel any expense 
attached to this project should 
be charged to another city ac- 
count, possibly tee general 
fund." 




The Jaycees turned to new 
appointed City Attorney J. 
Bimson in their letter 
position. They requested 1 
ruling from Urn as to "whether 
this action violates any city 
or ethical code." 

The letter pointed out that 
the request was made speci- 
fically in regard to the expen- 
diture of funds from the city's 
tourist promotion 1 budget for' 
the 13-man delegation. 

The Jaycees also took ex- 
ception to the city's stand that 
the extra councilmen would es- 
tablish industrial contacts dur- 
ing tee 4-day Oregon trip, stat- ' 
ing they "seriously questioned" 
the merit of this. 

As to private concerns un- 
derwriting a portion of the ex 
pense, the Jaycees said "any 
such donor action, especially 
by anonymous businesses, 
would dangerously border on 
conflict of interest." 

The Republican City com- 
mittee, in a statement by Chair - 
man Jim Fant, was even 
stronger In their opposition. 
The committee, in fact, quest- 
ioned the merit of the contest, 
stating "we doubt seriously that 
there is a 'million dollars' 
of benefits to be derived for the 
city." 

"If the funds were a direct 
expenditure for the benefit of 
our children, our cultural life, 
our industrial efforts or per- 
haps a direct investment to- 
wards acquiring some valuable 
■mutt fnijttn rity. Camp Pen- 
dleton, for example, thee we 
would be one hundred per cent 
behind this effort." Fant said. 
He also said that "a poll 
of the Republican City Com- 
mittee shows overwhelming op- 
position to the expenditure of 
these tax dollars for the trip 
and would ask those councilmen, 
bote incumbent and otherwise, ' 
to give an emphatic no to this 
junket."

Watch for Numbers

There'll be a new look in 
report cards for the primary 
grades (1-3) in the Virginia 
Beach public schools this fall. 

The new card is a result of 
two year's efforts by teachers, 
parents and administrators. No 
longer will primary children 
receive letter grades. Instead 
their progress will be marked 
with checks. Checks will in- 
dicate what subject matter the 
child has been introduced to, 
whether he is progressing in 
that particular subject and whe- 
ther he has mastered it. There 
will be no more failing grades. 

The whole concept is a posi- 
tive one; the card reports what 
a child can and is doing, not 
what he has failed to do. Behav- 
ior will also be marked with 
checks and will be geared toward 
the child so teat he can under- 
stand his own progress. There 
will be pictures illustrating 
such personal and social growth 
as "I am Interested in doing my 
best," "I work and play happily 
with others," "I am willing to 
try new things," "1 take care of 
my things," '1 control my talk- 
ing," etc. There will be 18 of 
these, each with its own picture 
and with the checks indicating 
"most of the time," "some of 
the time" and "seldom." 

Not every item wiU be checked 
every time. If an item is not 
marked at all, parents may 
assume that their child has not 
yet been introduced to teat mat- 
erial. Since the same card will 
be used by three grade levels, 
items applicable to one might 
hot be to another. 

For instance in tee mathe- 
matics section, items are gen- 
erally listed from simple- to 
complex. However, the same 
items » might be marked for a 
six-year-old and an eight-year- 
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"tells time" for asix-year-olc 
would mean he could consistent- 
ly tell time according to the 
hour and half-hour. The eight- 
year-old would have mastered 
time according to exact minutes 
and hours. 

In addition there wll be anew 
feature which should be popular 
with parents. There will be a 
section to show whether the 
child is making rapid progress, 
satisfactory progress or exper- 
iencing difficulty in his school 
work based on bow other child- 
ren are progressing. 

Another new feature of tee 
overall grading program will be 
scheduled parent-teacher con- 
ferences after tee first and 
third grading period. This was 
tried successfully last year in 
conjunction with tee introduction 
of tee non- graded primary 
grades in about half the ele- 
mentary schools. The School 
Board Tuesday approved two 
non-teaching days for the ele- 
mentary school calendar just 
for this. In addition conferences 
in grades 4-7 will be scheduled 
at the same time at the discre- 
tion of teachers and parents. 
Committees are now in the 
process of trying to revise the 
report cards for grades 4-7 
also, but not for the coming 
school year. 

"We thought we ought to find 
out-if teethe! s wee 
out if teachers were happy with 
the report cards (the old ones) 
and what suggestions they would 
make to improve It," said Mrs. 
Mildred Wilson, assistant 
director of elementary educa- 
tion. She added that the old 
cards had been in use approxi- 
mately 10 years. "We took the 
suggestions and made a survey 
of ail elementary teachers. 
From the tabulations we tried 
to follow tee survey leaders." 
Results showed that two-thirds 
of the teachers said grading 
practices were not consistent 



with their philosophy. 

Next a bass committee com- 
piled background material on 
report cards and reporting sys- 
tems from all over the United 

States so it would be available 
to the teachers. Then a parents 
committee representing every 
elementary school PTA was 
formed. This committee re- 
viewed a dummy of the new card 

in June and made more sugges- 
tions. Incidentally, the parents 
committee filled out a short 
form of the teachers' question- 
naire and the results were bas- 
ically the same. 

Record keeping by teachers 
will also be different, since no 
grades will be entered in grade 
books any longer. Instead teach- 
ers will have progress sheets 
for each child. 

"We looked at a* tot of mat- 
erial," siad Mrs. Ruth Bridges, 
elementary supervisor. 

"Ours is based on our curri- 
culum," added Mrs. Mabel 
Church, another supervisor. 
"We're working on a parallel 
curriculum guide now;-**" 

The progress reports were 
presented to elementary school 
principals in a meeting yester- 
day for their approval. Next, 
at the beginning of school, par- 
ent orientation programs will be 
scheduled in all schools with 
a tape and slide presentation 
to explain the new reporting 
sstem. 

The reports will be issued 
four times a year just as the 
old ones were. They will be 
light blue with dark blue ink. 
The same report will be used 
in graded and non-graded class- 
es. Last year non-graded class- 
es had a different form. 

Transferring of pupils out 
of the system will not be diffi- 
cult according to the educators. 
The level and skill in which tee 
individual child is working ar*

planning. 

Many developers often put 
in streets and sewers that don't 
meet up to the standards for 
long term operation, and the 
delayed repair or replacement 
has often cost the city a large 
amount. 

"I hope that under the car-

Department. 

City Mgr. Roger Scott and 
Finance Director Giles Dodd 
approved an expenditure of 
$34,995 for the purchase of a 
1,000 gallon "Mack" pumper 
for the department. 

Department Chief E.B.] 
says tile new truck is 
to be delivered in approximate- 
ly two weeks, and represents a 
savings to the city of $3,990. 

Those connected with approv- 
al of the truck's purchase point 
out funds for the new truck bad 
already been included in appro- 
priations contained in the City's 
current fiscal budget. 

Chief Bayne explained the 
"savings" in the purchase price 
was realised through fine tact 
that the truck was being used 
by the Mack company as a 
demonstrator. 

Bayne also pointed out that 
while the truck had been driven 
several thousand miles while 
being used as. a demonstrator 
the decision to purchase this 
truck was based on its being 
Immediately available while 
it would have been necessary 
to wait for a period of from 
11 to 14 months in order to 
obtain a new truck. 

Another important factor in 
the decision to purchase this 
particular "pumper", accord- 
ing to Bayne, was the urgent 
need to replace one. of the 
department's pumpers which 
has been "sitting up on blocks" 
since July in need of repairs, 
and that while required parts 
have been on order that long 
they are still unavailable. 

Bayne said the purchase of the 
new pumper will bring the de- 
partment up to full strength, 
from the standpoint of equip- 
ment and added that the n ew 
truck will be white in color.

It is unfortunate that such 
controversy has developed over 
the Virginia Beach delegation 
to the A It- America City presen- 
tation in Oregon. 

The controversy could have 
been avoided had the delegation 
been maintained as originally 
proposed to Include only 6 re- 
presentatives who were directly 
related to the various aspects 
of the presentation. The con- 
troversy has developed since 
the delegation was expanded to 
include seven additional mem- 
bers of city council who are not 
involved and the fact the city 
will be paying the tab for some- 
thing which has al I the overtones 
of a Junket. 

The presentation has become 
a needlessly expensive pro- 
position. There is every reason 
to doubt that the presence of a 
large delegation will influence 
the Judges who are hardnosed 
businessmen, impressed more 
by quality than quantity. 

Other cities have won the 
same recognition with substan- 
tially less representation; Nor- 
folk sent only two delegates and 
Roanoke only three; It would 
appear difficult to Justify the 



expenses involved in sending 
the additional councilman. 

These counci I men might pause 
now and compose the answers 
they will use when various or- 
ganizations appear before them 
seeking funds for much needed 
projects. Will they be able to 
turn down requests for aid for 
the mentally retarded, for cul- 
tural and convention activities 
and facilities, for rescue equip- 
ment and the 1 1st goes on and on. 

Even if the counci Imen are 
convinced that a large delega- 
tion will influence the Judging, 
they should consider the merits 
of a more diversified delegation. 
There are- many "aces* to Vir- 
ginia Beach, each a vital part 
of the overall community. Such 
representation might include 
delegates from the military, ed- 
ucation, tourism, civic organi- 
zations, women's clubs, indust- 
ry and retail business. 

And finally, if the counci Imen 
who are not directly involved 
In the presentation still wish 
to make the trip despite the 
controversy, they may consider 
the use of personal funds to 
defray the expenses. 
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Lifeguards Praised 
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A drowning in the surf at 
Virginia Beach is a tragic oc- 
curance and the drowning dur- 
ing Sunday's rip tide was no 
exception. However, it was a 
compliment to the lifeguards 
that only one person drowned. 

There were thousands of per- 
sons on the beach Sunday and 
many of them appeared deter- 
mined to destroy themselves. 
Lifeguards were literally run- 
ning from one point to another 
calling swimmers out of the 
surf and warning of the danger- 
ous tide. 

Many of the swimmers had to 
be warned individually and re- 
peatedly. Despite this, many 
continued to fight their way 
through the unusually rough 



surf to dangerous distances and 
depths. 

Only stout-hearted, con- 
scientious young men, thor- 
oughly instructed in their re- 
sponsibilities could have per- 
severed. It would have been* 
much easier for the lifeguards 
to Just throw up their hands in 
disgust and a I low the swimmers 
to have their way. 

But they did not. And for that 
reason only the city suffered 
oniy one drowning during the 
dangerous rip tide that occurred 
on a day which had an unusually 
large number of people on the 
beach. 

The young men who serve as 
lifeguards are to be commended 
for their efforts last Sunday.

like the weather, about which 
everyone talks hut over which 
one has little If no control, la 
the American school system. 
Teachers , parents and most im- 
portantly, children, find them- 
selves locked into antiquated 
systems which prepares stu- 
dents for unrealistic goals in a 
world that no longer exists. 

No where la this illustrated 
more graphically nor more tra- 
gically than in the urban ghetto 
school. Jim Haskins' DIARY OF 
A HARLEM SCHOOLTEACHER 
recounts a year spent by him 
as a faculty member of PS 92, 
located in New York's famous 
(or Infamous) Ocean Hill- 
Brownsville section. 

It seems that PS 92 closely 
resembles the slum dwellings 
that surround it; broken wind- 
ows are never replaced, rats 
must be chased out of the cafe- 
teria, dope is sold in the play- 
ground— i.e., the street, in front 
of the school where on the aver- 
age three children are run over 
a year, etc; The school seems 
almost as forgotten and despised 
as the children who go there. 

Haskins introduces us to a 
faculty split by racial con- 
frontation, frustrated and dis- 
pirited; textbooks never arrive, 
pay checks are misplaced, beat- 
ings by the kids is expected. 
PS 92 students all have one 
thing in common; apathy not just 
toward school in particular but 
life in general. Their chief mo- 
tivation for attending PS 92 is 
that what little beat the janitor 
can coax out of the boiler is 
more than the non-existent heat 
in their apartment homes. 

Without preaching or editor- 
ializing, Haskins' book is a 
record of daily bard work by 
teachers and students, and of 
daily frustration intensified by 
die ignorance and callousness 
of the educational bureaucracy. 
More moving than any strident 
indictment, bis report from the 
center of the urban crisis is a 
call to action by all blacks and 
whites who care about children.

This is understandable because tats is the group we see 
sad hear about the most. The qualified, dedicated and 
American teachers, instructors and professors seldom 
the news. Outside of the profession they are mostly unl 

When the "New Left" takes over the administration of 
University they tend to quickly surround themselves with 
new breed in their own image. The good educators then d 
out as good education and those who teach it can not functi 
side by side with the "New Left." Education and revolutt 
are not compatible. They live la different 

At a recent gathering of my fellow egg heads it was 
pleasure to enter into a discussion with a number of 
educators. For the most pert they were professors at 
and private colleges an the South and the Midwest where in 
stitutions of learning are still dedicated to good education 
Not one of them taught a course in revolution. They are not 
out to change society to fit their own political beliefs. Each 
has the goal to help young people learn as much as Buy can 
about their specific field of knowledge. 

The discussion quickly turned to the problems our insti- 
tutions of higher learning face today. It was noted that la some 
areas of the country the problems on campus are much greater 
than in others. The problem campuses seem to be those 
where the "New Left" has gained substantial footholds In 
both the administration and students from the same general 
areas. la short, they seem to be the product of a group of 
people that are somehow different from the rest of fas country. 
Why would some sections of the country be different, more 
prone to follow the "New Left", line, the SDS and the revolu- 
tionary teachings than others? 

Institutions of learning require vast sums of money. Few 
institutions are self sustaining. The money most come from 
those who support them. Since few people tend to support 
ideas they do not approve of, it most be assumed that the 
institutions reflect the views of their s up por ter s. 

In the area where I live most campuses are Utile more 
than training grounds for the "New Left". Those where the 
super liberal administrators and faculty have not completely 
taken over are few. You can tell where these Institutions 
are going by the list of guest speakers they have. The Chi- 
cago 7, SDS, Black Panther leaders and the spokesmen for 
the "New Left" are the most popular. 

What type people support such "New Left" campuses? Those 
who are not a part of the educational community but who 
support through their tax dollars, contributions and allowing 
their children to attend such colleges.

Thumbs Down On 
13-Man Delegation 










The reaction to last week's 
question was almost explosive. 

The question was: "Do you 
think a 13 -man delegation at the 
All-America City presentation 
in Portland will be more bene- 
ficial to the city man only six 
participants?" 

The response was emphatic- 
ally "NO"! 

Scarcely a questionnaire 
came in without a comment. 
One man said such a thing 
would be "more detrimental". 
Another said "I object to seven 
coundlmen taking a junket at 
the taxpayers expense." The 
only comment one reader could 
come out with was "NO! NO! 
NO!" 

It is obvious from action that 
has been taken by some of the 
city's most influential groups, 
that these sentiments are felt 
all over the city. 

The Jaycees started the ball 
rolling Monday with a letter to 
the city attorney; the Chamber 
of Commerce voiced its con- 
cern over the funds being taken 
out of the advertising budget; 
the Republican City Committee 
just put Its foot down and ques- 
tioned the merit of the entire 
project; and the Innkeepers re- 



commended that only 25 per 
cent of the total estimated cost 
come out of their particular 
portion of the promotional bud- 
get. 

The people of Virginia Beach 
have expressed themselves ex- 
plicitly. Not one individual re- 
sponded in favor of the 13-man 
delegation. 

With that controversy still 
raging, we'll turn next week's 
Sun Survey to a quieter, but 
vitally Important, Issue.... a 
community college for Virginia 
Beach. 

A college was planned earlier 
for tins resort city. It had the 
approval and blessing of the 
Virginia Community Collage 
System. 

The city donated the property 
in Green Run Farm and all 
signals were "go". Until It bit 
the General Assembly. The leg- 
islators chose to shave it from 
the college appropriations. 

Governor Bolton has indicated 
that the pressing busing situa- 
tion, and other matters, may 
force General Assembly into a 
special session next January. Is 
it possible that Virginia Beach's 
college could be re-introduced 
at that time?

It would seem mat Ellen (Mrs. 
Leonard) Morrell has been 
singled out for an honor afford- 
ed tew Republicans In Virginia. 
She has received an astronaut 
stamp printed from the die 
carried to and from the moon 
by the crew of Apollo 11, the 
first manned space ship to land 
on the moon. 

The moroento arrived without 
prior notice from Winton M. 
Blount, Postmaster General, on 
the first anniversary of the 
Apollo XI landing. The stamp is 
mounted, with first day post 
marks, on a large color photo- 
graph of the moon showing a 
close up of an astronaut with the 
space ship reflected in the face 
mask and Neil Armstrong's now 
famous quote "...one small 
step for a man, one giant leap 
for mankind." The picture is 
signed by President Richard 
Nixon and by Blount. 

Accompanying the stamp and 
picture was this letter from 
Blount: 

"Dear Mrs. Morrell: 

" The enclosed memento from 
President Nixon and me is a 
token of our appreciation for 
your service to the Nation. 

"We felt that nothing could be 
more fitting expression of our 
gratitude than this philatelic 
portrayal in honor of the histor- 
ic Apollo XI moon landing one 
year ago today. 

"With warm regards, I am 

"Sincerely, 

"Winton M. Blount 

"I was pleased, but I thought 
they were mailing one to every 
Republican/'said Mrs. Morrell. 
However, after checking locally 
and finding no others she called 
Richmond.

"A new law, enacted by the 
1970 Virginia General Assem- 
bly, relieves the recipient of 
an unsolicited credit card of 
almost all responsibility con- 
cerning its use, "Miss Hilda 
Dalley, extension specialist in 
home management with Virginia 
Tech's College of Home Econ- 
omics, assured homemakers. 

If one has not requested the 
credit card, has not aggreed 
in writing to receive it, has 
not used it; nor given another 
permission to use the card, 
one is not responsible for 
charges placed against the card. 

"The recipient is not requir- 
ed by law. to destroy an un- 
solicited credit card. Nor is 
one prohibited from destroying

it. Common sense would in- 
dicate it should be destroyed," 
Miss Dalley said. "If it should 
be put. to unauthorized use, 
one might find it difficult to 
prove its misuse." 

Miss Dalley recommends 
care to prevent the unsolicited 
card from being lost or stolen. 
"It is not for the sake of the 
issuing organization, but for the 
sake of the person whose name 
it bears," she said. 

In addition to the new state 
law, a ruling by the Federal 
Trade Commission has added 
some control over unsolicited 
credit cards. It prohibits dis- 
tribution of unsolicited cards 
issued by oil companies and 
other businesses on the grounds 
of unfair competition. The 
ruling does not apply to banks 
and common carriers.

An old and popular use for 
cucumbers is the making of 
pickles. And the final product is 
is a most useful and beneficial 
item in our diet 

Don't let those extra cucum- 
bers in your garden go to waste. 
Many fine recipes are available 
for converting all sizes into 
various types of pickles and 
relish. 

The fermentation process for 
making pickles has been used 
for several thousand years. It 
may have originated when a Ut- 
ter olive fell into a briny lagoon, 
and someone discovered the re- 
sulting product was edible. 

. Famous people throughout the 
ages have praised pickles. It Is 
reported that Cleopatra consid- 
ered them a royal treat, and 
believed they were good for 
health and beauty. 

Many centuries ago Pliny 
wrote about spiced and pre- 
served cucumbers. Napoleon 
considered them to be a health- 
giving food. Famous Americans 
like George Washington, Thom- 
as Jefferson, John Adams and 
Dolly Madison expressed their 
fondness for pickles. 

Pickles were an esteemed 
item in the diet of the early 
pioneers. Under frontier con- 
ditions they were the only juicy, 
zestful, green food available 
during the long winter months. 

Modern pickles are similar to 
those of many years ago, but 
the quality is better. The use of 



scientific methods, in sanitary 
food processing plants, now 
produce many types of pickles 
and relishes in attractive con- 
venient packages. 

The cucumbers available for 
making pickles have also im- 
proved. Plant breeders have 
developed new varieties which 
produce large yields of uniform 
small pickles. 

Another important recent ad- 
vance is the invention of mach- 
ines to harvest the crop. The 
equipment will pick up the vines 
and knock off the small cucum- 
bers and carry them by a con- 
veyor belt to field crates or 
bins. 

Plan to include a short row 
of small pickling encumbers In 
your garden next year. The hew 
hybrid gynoedous types such as 
Crusader and Plcadllly produce 
high yields starting less than 
two months after they are plant- 
ed. 

Don't let the word gynoedous 
confuse you. It only means that 
all of the flowers are female, 
and each one will produce a 
fruit. Some male plants are 
mixed with the female hybrids 
to provide pollination and fruit 
set. 

Most slidng cucumber vari- 
eties produce many more male 
than female flowers early in 
the season. Thus, the hybrid 
pickling cucumbers produce a 
heavy crop at the start, whereas 
the slicing types attain full 
production more gradually.

Fajardo disappeared Into 
waters of the Atlantic Ocean off 
S4th Street at about the time 
Weather Bureau officials Issued 
a warning of a riptide, accom- 
panied by heavy undertwo, mov- 
ing along the shoreline of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Attempts by Fajardo's bro- 
ther Juan, and two lifeguards 
Identified as Joe Shepherd and 
John Havilman, to rescue him 
failed. . 

Officials said Julio Fajardo 
was visiting his brother in Ar- 
lington, Va., on a visa from 
Guatemala, and they had arrived 
in Virginia Beach early Sunday 
for a one day visit to the re- 
sort city. 

The Issuance of the warnings 
of a riptide with heavy undertow 
prompted efforts to dose the 
beaches fronting on the ocean 
from Fort Story to the North 
Carolina border. - 

While the Fajardo drowning 
was the only serious Incident 
reported during the unusual 
weather conditions, life guards 
oh duty at various points along 
the Virginia Beach shoreline 
were reportedly called upon to 
assist swimmers. 

Coast Guard units were dis- 
patched to waters off Cape 
H enry to offer assistance to 
boaters and to swimmers need- 
ing assistance. Officials, how- 
ever, reported a large number 
of boaters experienced minor 
difficulties in reaching calm 
water but no mishaps of con- 
sequence. 

Weather Bureau officials 
said the unusual tide warnings 
were withdrawn late Sunday as 
waters along the shoreline re- 
turned to normal condition.

When the 
front had paaaad, and TiaibiUty 
improved, bt found that he was 
over two mllta from wbert bt 
thought ha was. Fortunately, for 
him, that was the only result 
of the storm. No boat damage, 
no parsoontl injury. But for 
what must havt seemed like a 
lifetime this boatman waa loat! 
Re didnt know where bt was. 
And it could have been worse. 
NAVIGATIONAL AID6 

The Coast Guard maintains 
an elaborate system of aids to 
navigation consisting of buoys, 
lights, ranges, radio beacon 
stations, loran atations, day 
beacons, and the like. Soma 
aids art fitted with gongs, bells, 
or whistles. They have different 
colon, shapes, and numbers. 
Tbero art a number of differ- 
ent ways by which to fix your 
position, to tell where you art. 
That is, If tht visibility to such 
that you can sat these aids to 
navigation and recognise mam. 
Or hoar them! Or receive 
information from mam elec- 
tronically! Otherwise, you may 
be loat. 

All of these aids are fixed, 
for example, they remain in the 
same location. However, the 
boatman is always on the move, 
and in many cases determines 
bis position from the aids to 
navigation. Many boatmen have 
installed navigational aids on 
their boats. And some of this 
equipment la a miniature 
version of what one might ex- 
pect to see on an ocean liner. 
And the small boat electronic 

as those on the steamer. Maybe 
even more. Many pleasure boat- 
men are, using their electronic 
devices todetermine their posi- 
tion, signal for help when need- 
ed, spot schools of fish, and per- 
haps even tell their wives whan 
they'll be home for supper. 

There are many types of elec- 
tronic equipment available to 
the owner of a pleasure boat 
And tile coat of these items 
range anywhere from a few 
dollars to several thousand. 
Among Items now on the market 
are: 

-Communications equipment 
Take your choice! You can get 
anything from a pocket-sited 
translator receiver for less than 
ten dollars and use it for getting 
weather broadcasts, etc - or, 
you can spend a few thousand 
dollars and get an elaborate 
radio -telephone, or ship-to- 
shore system, which tht skipper 
may be able to call anywhere in 
me world if there ia a marine 
operator within range. 

-Fathometers. Theat are 
small sonar seta which bounce 
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a signal off the bottom and men- 
tore tht time It takes to return 
to your boat By converting this 
time tin* distance, It will Indi- 
cate the depth of fee water. And 
some of these depth finders are 
particularly suited to finding 
fish. Prices range from leas 
than $100 for a "build It your- 
self » kit to a $100 or mora. You 
ess gat a portebto one which can 
be used on a rowboat, or one 
which would complement the 
most luxurious yacht. 

-Radio direction flndera. 
From a little over a $100 on up 
to many hundred dollars you can 
get ont of these seta to deter- 
mine the direction - but not the 
distance to tht radlcbeacon sta- 
tion maintained by tbt Coast 
Guard. By getting two such lines 
of position, or directions to 
station, and plotting them on a 
chart you can tell within a cer- 
tain degree of accuracy where 
you are. 

-Radar. This ia an electronic 
device developed during World 
War and named for the Initials 
R Adlo Detection And Ranging. 
It ia designed to indicate the 
presence of objects, from which 
the operator may derive both 
direction and distance. Probab- 
ly the moat expensive piece of 
electronic equipment for the 
boatman, it costs upward from 
$1,000. 

-Loran. Another system de- 
veloped in World War n end 
named for Initials LOng RAnge 
Navigation. In Loran, synchron- 
ised pulaea are transmitted 
from pairs of transmitting sta- 
tions. The time difference of 
receipt of the pulses Is meas- 
ured by the loran receiver on 
the vessel and a line of position 
is established. The crossing of 
two such Unas of position pro- 
vide tht "fix", or location of 
the boat. These unite coat be- 
tween $750 and $1,500. 
WHAT'S WHAT? 

Every boat afloat should have 
at least one piece of electronic 
equipment aboard - a radio re- 
ceiver . But the boat owner who 
has all of mote above and ia 
still not satisfied with his gim- 
mickry may try one of these: a 
bilge sniffer to detect explosive 
fumes; a foghorn that comes on 
automatically In fog; a combina- 
tion load hailer/llstenlng de- 
vice/intercom; automatic pilot; 
etc 

Electronic navigational aids 
are hers to stay. But there la 
one important navigational aid 
which has not been mentioned 
and which does not depend upon 
electrical power to operate. It 
draws its power from the earth 
itself. The origin of this aid is 
loat In history; the first clear 
description of Its present pivot- 
ed model dates back to 1269. And 
it is still the most dependable 
navigational aid in use today. 
The magnetic compass! A 
compass, marine or otherwise, 
can be purchased in any desired 
shape or style at Just about any 
price the boatman whould want 
to pay. And it will always help 
you return. All you have to know 
la which direction you want to 
go. Shouldn't every boat have 
at least this simple navigational 
aid?

The City Charter states that 
a vacancy on council must be 
filled within 60 dayS through 
appointment by the remaining 
councilmen but that the ap- 
pointee must reside in the bor- 
ough he is to represent. The 
charter apparently does not 
specify how the office will be 
filled if the councilman-elect 
dies or withdraws before taking 
office. 

The State Code, however, 
does specify that should a gov- 
ernmental official die or be- 
come unable to serve prior 
to going into office the filling 



of that vacancy shall be deter- 
mined by Circuit Court. This 
could be appointment or by 
special election. 

Fentress was in Charlottes- 
ville on a court matter Wednes- 
day and could not be reached 
for comment. 

- City Attorney Dale Bimson 
said it would appear the method 
In filling the vacancy would 
probably rest on the techni- 
cality of whether or not Tar- 
rall was officially a councilman.

He'll Lift 'em up' Put 'em 
Down', To Boost Beach

Some men will walk a mile 
for a cigarette, but Johnny Rowe 
will walk about 800 of them for 
the City of Virginia Beach. For 
a fee, that is. 

Rowe, a professional walker 
from Scarborough, Ontario, 
came to Virginia Beach last 
week for a vacation and left 
with an ambition: to walk from 
Ontario to Virginia Beach, a 
distance of about 845 miles, 
for $5,000. 

"All I need is a sponsor," 
he said. "I know that seems like 
a lot of money, but in terms 
of advertising, it's Worth it." 

Rowe said that he needs at 
least $2,000 to cover expenses, 
leaving the remainder of 33,000 
as las fee for the feat. 

While on the road, Rowe has 
a man driving a car following 
him to give him drinks during 
the day, to talk with, and take 
care of any- physical problems 
that might be encountered. 

Rowe said the trip would 
take about 27 days, if he cov- 
ered about 35 miles a day. 
Pacing the trip, Rowe said, is 
the biggest problem. 'Tllpro- 
bably walk about 10 or 11 hours 
a day. ,That way, I don't kill 
myself in the process." 

The fastest walk Rowe ever 
made was 10 miles, which he 
covered in an hour and 40 min- 
utes, The longest walk in one 
day was 103 miles. 

Rowe, 41, started walking 
when he was 20. "I did It be- 
cause I was tbte and didn't 
weigh very much. 1 didn't 
feel very good either.

walking is the best thing for 
you. I walk about 10 miles 
a day from work," he said. 

It's funny to be walking down 
the street and pass the street 
car that you're to take home and 
beat it there, Rowe said. 
"That's happened a lot, when 
the thing gets all caught up in 
the traffic. I see a lot of 
friends on it, who wave as I 
gaby." 

Rowe said he weighs about 
220 pounds now, but usually 
has to gain a little weight when 
he begins a walk, so he'll be 
able to afford the loss. 

"I don't have any special diet 
or anything like that, but you 
have to be in shape to even 
think about walking. If you're 
not in shape to begin with you 
won't last very long on the 
road," Rowe said. 

The only special equipment 
Rowe has is a pair of shoes 
"that don't get broken in good 
until you've got 250 or 300 
miles on them". The shoes 
are made of leather and have 
high tops, but weigh only a few 
ounces. 

"I wore one pair across 
Newfoundland to publicize the 
opening of the Trans-Canada 
Highway. It was 565 miles 
and it took me 14 days." 

Apparently the Prime Min- 
ister of Newfoundland thought 
the event was momentous, for 
he asked Rowe to give his 
shoes to ti)e state museum. 
The request was impossible 
for Rowe to refuse. 

The only other piece of 
equipment Rowe occassionally 
utilises is one that raises the 
eyebrows of wash women-a pair 
of women's tf Ik 



"I use them because I get 
chafed from everything else. 
It has caused a few problems 
getting them washed when we 
stop at night," be said. 

Rowe said that when he stops 
he usually is interested only 
in rest, but takes time out to 
catch up on the news of the 
day through a briefing by his 
roadman. 

While walking provides 
Rowe with a great deal of ex- 
ercise, "it gets awful lonely 
out there. But it gives me a 
chance to blow off steam and 
clear my mind as well as my 
body," he said. 

People are usually friendly 
about someone making a walk, 
Rowe said. They will stop and 
talk for a few minutes and gen- 
erally don't try to run you off 
the road, but he notes one ex- 
ception. 

'•Newfoundland was the 
closest I ever cametogetttn' 
picked off. I was walking along 
talking to a reporter and this 
guy came right across the road 
like he was deliberately headin' 
for us. 

"I grabbed the reporter and 
hauled him and myself out of 
the way." 

Rowe said if his wife worried 
about him walking "I guess 
she'd be there with me." 

Rowe, who's also a true* 
driver for the city of Toron- 
to, said the best time to walk 
is during the last spring and 
during the summer. Walks 
have been considered during the 
rest of the year, but Rowe said 
the weather gets too bad to at- 
tempt it.

Tarrall Found 
Dead In N. C. 

The body of Frank Tarrall 
, a councilman-elect sched- 
uled to be sworn in as a coun- 
cilman Friday, was found lntbe 
water at the edge of a canal 
in the Duck Woods Golf Course 
in Kitty Hawk, N. C. Tuesday. 
Tarrall, who lived in the 
100 block of 46th Street, had 
been shot once in the head, ac- 
cording to Dare County Sheriff 
Frank N. Cahoon. He said there 
was a .38 caliber pistol found 
in the water near the body and 
that there had been no indication 
of foul play. 

The 63-year-old surveyor 
and former owner of Frank 
Thjrejl Associates baaVbe,eja, 
a councilmen in the old City 
of Virginia Beach prior to the 
1963 merger with Princess Anne 
County. 

TarraU's body was dis- 
covered by a golf course care- 
taker, Norman Perry. Perry 
told authorities he had seen a 
lone man in a Jeepster drive 
down the deadend road about 
noon get out and walk around. 
He said he didn't see the 
man leave and went to invest- 
igate the situation after work 
about 5 p. m. 

Perry said be found the 
Jeepster empty and the man's 
body in the canal. 

Sheriff Cahoon said Tarrall 
was found dressed in a sport 
shirt and slacks, wearing only 
a diamond ring. He was with- 
out any identifying papers and 
identification was made through 
papers in the Jeepster, parked 
about 100 yards from where 
the body was found. 

The sheriff said the vehicle 
was filled with a large amount 
of equipment, several brief

cases, and a number of busi- 
ness papers. 

He said the keys were in 
the vehicle, and mere was only 
one set of tracks leading to 
the spot. 

Sheriff Cahoon said he didn't 
suspect robbery. 

Tarrall, a native of Norfolk 
was a son of the late Frank D. 
and Mrs. Mary Virginia Orr 
Tarrall and the husband of Mrs. 
Martha Turner Tarrall. 

He was a member of Virginia 
Beach First Baptist Church and 
a teacher in the Baptist Mod- 
lin Class of the church. 

Tarrall had been president 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
for two terms. A member of 
the Virginia Association of Sur- 
veyors, he was appointed by the 
governor for two terms to the

Fentress was owl- of town 
and sq was attorney John B. 
James, chairman of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Electoral Board. 

The only possibility that 
seemed impossible by Wednes- 
day afternoon was that the office 
would not automatically go to 
Tar rail's opponent in the June 
election, Sotirios (Cary) Kar- 
ageorge. 

Karageorge, a Republican, 
trailed Tarrall, a Democrat, 
by 7,074 to 4,893 vote.

The Planning Department's 
move to renumber and rename 
certain streets in the Iinkhorn 
park area is in the final stages 
of negotiation, a planning offi- 
cial said Tuesday. 

William T. Caten, the de- 
partment's coordinator of 
streets names and house num- 
bers, said that members of the 
Iinkhorn ParkCivic League are 
to meet with planning depart- 
ment staff members to iron our 
any problems concerning the 
changes in names and numbers. 

The renumbering and re- 
naming plan, presented to City 
Council August 3, was post- 
poned by the Post Office until 
file planning department could 
revamp' their plan to include 
extension of Dogwood Road to 
include 32nd Street to Pacific 
Avenue and extension of Link- 
horn Drive to include 38th 
Street to the Oceanfront. 

Caten said the initial 
changes were made because ex- 
pansion of the area would com- 
plicate the house numbering 
system, making it harder to 
deliver the mail and to react 
quickly to any emergency calls 
that might originate within the 
area. 

Caten's first plan called for 
renumbering of streets in Link- 
horn Park and renaming of Bay 
drive to York Lane and Pine- 
wood Drive beyond Cavalier 
Drive and Bay Colony Drive 
to/North Dogwood Road. 

The new street signs for the 
renaming process are already 
in place, he said, but the de-. 
partment wants to make sure 
the residents understand that 
the changes are necessary. 

Eventually, the department 
will place a carrier system 
through the entire city on what 
is termed the uniform grids 



system of planning, as opposed 
to the present system which 
is a modification of the rural 
route system. 

All of the changes in the city 
are being made to facilitate 
easier delivery and service by 
the Post Office, he said.

The signboard situation in 
Virginia Beach is of great con- 
cern to a large group of inter- 
ested citizens and Justifiably so. 
The growth of unsightly boards 
could well develop into full 
fledged monstrous proportions 
if city council doesn't curb Its 
leniency in approving these per- 
mits. 

A national magazine recently 
carried a pictorial layout on 
signboards on the national scene 
and the picture was far from 
pretty. Two photo- Journalists 
took a cross country trip, cap- 
turing signs on film from all 
parts of the country. Whether it 
was the flat lands of Texas or the 
beautiful mountains of Wyoming, 
the problem was the same- 
nature's finest country marred 
by gaudy signboards. 

Virginia Beach has some ex- 
ceptionally beautiful country- 
side within its boundaries, rich 
farmlands, rolling fields, thick 
woods, sandy beaches, even a 
mountain in the form of Mount 
Trashmore. Day by day this 
natural beauty (with the excep- 
tion of the man-made mountain, 
of course) is being consumed by 
the necessities of progress- 



homes, schools, shipping cen- 
ters, etc. Signboards may fit into 
this picture within limitations, 
but certainly not to the extent 
they seem headed. 

Now is the time for city 
council to set some definite 
restrictions on the erection of 
these roadside signs. A certain 
amount of advertising is needed, 
admittedly, but not at the risk of 
destroying this resort city's 
natural assets. 

Laxity in these restrictions 
during the east few years have 
made Shore Drive and Virginia 
Beach Boulevard into horrend- 
ous splashes of merchandising. 
The boulevard is the worst of- 
fender and is perhaps the most 
unsightly, the most unattractive 
stretch of main thoroughfare to 
be found in Virginia. It definite- 
ly is not something of which 
the city can be proud. 

Mistakes have already been 
made and the motorist, visitor 



The most surprising thing 
about the Cavalier Playhouse 
presentation of Marvin Sand- 
berg's "Take My Wife" is that 
it neither bores nor drags.

This is a great loss to the city 
for Mr. Tarrall was a man who 
worked for, and believed in, the 
future of Virginia Beach. He had 
for many years given of his 
many talents and abilities to 
further the progress of this 
resort city. 

Mr. Tarrall was a stalwart on 
the old City Council, a stabiliz- 
ing force in many storms of 
controversy as the small resort 
town grew Into a nationally pop- 



ular seashore resort. For eight 
years, two terms, he sat on that 
council, resigning only when he 
feared a conflict of interest with 
his business shortly before the 
merger In 1962. It was the many 
contributions he made not only 
through his office as councilman 
but through his personal interest 
in the city and in those with 
whom he came in contact that 
merited for him the First Cit- 
izen of Virginia Beach award in 
1959. 

All who had known and worked 
with Mr. Tarrall through the 
years, welcomed him back to 
public office after his success- 
ful bid for the Virginia Beach 
Borough councilmanic seat in 
the June 9 election. There will 
be a void on that council now. 
Mr. Tarrall will be greatly 
missed.

Industry, Schools Criticised. 

In many of my columns I have been highly critical of the area 
in which I live. This criticism has covered a broad area with 
special mention of the educational system, watch I feel is not 
only Inferior but a national disgrace, and pollution, bote human 
and environmental, which in my opinion has passed tee point of 
no return. 

Many readers have noted teat I did not mention tee area by 
name and have asked me to identify it. With tee hope of preventing 
others, from making the same mistake and tee desire to alert 
people all over the country of what can happen if they sit back 
and allow it, I will be more specific. 

I live in a small coastal town in Maine. It is a chicken town, 
In more -ways than one as it is the chicken capital of tee state. 
Two large plants kill thousands of chickens a day and manage 
to pump more than a few feathers and otter parte into tee bay. 
The bay is often referred to as Chicken Gut Bay. Of course tea 
chicken picking plants are not atone in their pollution. They are 
strongly supported by tee sardine stuffing factory sad tee potato 
peeling pant. The water thai flows out of this area should be 
considered for possible commercial use as chowder. 

The secondary school system is shocking. One school district 
was recently investigated for using the free hot lunch program and 
tee school buses as a means of discipline. If the children who 
, rode the buses to school did not please tee school administrators, 
they were made to walk to and from school, often many miles. If 
those who were eligible far free hot lunches old not please tee 
administrators they were forced to go without lunch. 

This was investigated and the charge was found to be true and 
it was "Recommended" that this practice be discontinued. 
Nothing more! 

The high school principals in tee state have an association. 
This is not unusual except that it has only about 165 members 
who pay $10 each a year in dues BUT they savs a $17/900 a year 
paid executive secretary and expease accounts tar their members 
you wouldn't believe. How do they do all this on so little dues? 
Well, it seems the high school principals are big time sports 
promoters. They have a monopoly on all high school sports. If 
they don't run It, it doesn't happen in the high schools. This 
group has over $60,000 in CASH in tee bask aid they take in 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

, This group has been investigated by tee state legislature, 
the state board of education and many otters and despite 
recommendations to tee contrary they are still sports promoters. 
The area where we live has such a poor school system teat 
rather than send oar son to it we have sent htm out of state. 
One school superintendent, we understand, has been rumored 
to refer to himself as GOD and his staff as his disciples. I don't 
think he is joking. In many areas of this state tee school system 
is the largest business. It employs more people, spends more 
money, etc than any other operation. Many of tee people have 






become afteid of it The school ad ministrators have become tee 
"Mill Bosses" of the towns. 

We have had people call us and tell us they didn't like something 
going on in the schools BUT since they had children in school they 
couldn't say anything. Many taxpayers are afraid of the school 
system they* support. It is something like the old remarks about 
the Hitler Germany and having relatives under the control of tee 
Nasi government. 

The school system has become unresponsive to the citizens 
and taxpayers. It is completely dominated by the administrators 
and the people accept this as a way of life. 

Not long ago a newspaper published tee salaries of the teachers 
and administrators. It was their thought teat since the taxpayers 
paid the bill they were entitled to know where their money was 
going. The teachers and administrators objected so strenuously 
I don't think the paper will do it again. 

I mention the sad situation in this area not to point the finger 
but as a warning to my readers. It was not always this way in this 
area. It can happen anywhere. It can happen where you live if you 
sit back and allow your schools and local industry to become 
unresponsive to you. Take a look at your own area and concern 
yourself with what is going on before it is too late. Tate area has 
sold its birthright to its school administrators and its few in- 
dustries. The people have become second class citizens. Don't 
let this happen to your area. Don't let it be true teat "as Maine 
goes, so goes the nation."

First of all, Virginia 
Beach came very close to having 
the college earlier. It had 
received official approval, only 
to be cut from the educational 
budget when it reached the 1970 
General Assembly. 

Governor Holton has indicated 
a special session of the legis- 
lators may be called in January 
because of such pressing mat- 
ters as busing, etc. 

It isn't likely that tee city's 
college will come before this 
special session, if it is held.

The response to test week's 
question was so poor we won't 
even discuss it. We thought the 
college was of importance. We 
apparently thought wrong.

We have had 
letters to the editor on this 
problem, City Council has been 
approached by concerned citi- 
zens and even groups are be- 
ginning to oppose the number.

Near-Tragedy Ends Tearfully, Rescuers Find Lost Family

An Army wife and her three 
young children were rescued 
from Seashore State Park Fri- 
day afternoon moments after 
she apparently had abandoned 
all hope of ever being rescued. 
The family had spent two days 
and nights in dense woods and 
marshlands in an ordeal which 
began as a simple, family pic- 
nic outing. 

A search party found Mrs. 
Gertrude Stem, 30, and her 
three children Christina, 11, 
Yasman, 10, and Mark, 6, on 
a small island in a swamp about 
two-and-a-half miles from the 
museum parking lot of the Na- 
ture Trail section of the sprawl- 
ing park.

The family of Army Maj. 
David Stem, stationed in 
Washington, D.C, was staying 
at the Fort Story guest house 
during a brief visit to Virginia 
Beach, and reportedly got lost 
while on a picnic outing to the 
nature region of State Park. 



Except for Insect bites, 
scratches, bruises, exhaustion 
and hunger, they were reported 
in good condition. 

The four were located about 
two hours after a search was 
launched, involving nearly 150 
soldiers from Fort Story, Park 
Rangers, Virginia Beach police 
officers, and men of the Davis 
Corner, Ocean Park, Kemps- 
vine, Chesapeake Beach, 
Oceana, London Bridge, Thalia, 
and Beach Borough Volunteer 
Fire Departments and Rescue 
Squads. 

2nd. Lt. Thomas W. Alphin, 
Ft. Story guest house biUettlng 
ofn«r» was apparent the last 
person to talk to the family be- 
fore they vanished. 

Mrs. Terry Manfred!, post 
public information officer, 
quoted Alphin as saying Mrs. 
Stem talked with him about 11 
a.m. Wednesday about taking 
her children on a picnic and 
asked for directions to State 
Park. 

The first indication of any- 
thing unusual occur ed on Thurs- 



day evening when Lt. Alphin 
noticed Mrs. Stem and her 
children hall not checked out of 
the guest house as she had 
planned. Lt. Alphin said he 
thought the family had decided 
to extend their visit and made 
no mention of it to guest bouse 
officials. 

However, Lt. Alphin became 
concerned Friday morning when 
be still had not heard from her. 
He checked the guest house and 
was unable to- locate anyone who 
had seen Mrs. Stem or her 
children since Wednesday 
morning. He telephoned her 
husband at his Washington office 
and learned the family had not 
returned home as he thought 
they might have done. 

Alphin called State Park 
Rangers and found that Mrs. 
Stem's Volkswagon was still 
parked at the museum where lt 
apparently had been since Wed- 
nesday morning. The auto still 
contained a picnic basket, a gal- 
lon thermos jug, a bag of towels 
and what appeared to be beach- 
wear. 

The information. was relayed 




to the Ft. Story Provost Marsh- 
all's office. U. W. E. Hibbltts, 
post Military Police, contacted 
2nd Police Precinct CO., Cant. 
W. J. Moore,Jr., who began 
the massing of search and res- 
cue units on the State Park 
parking lot. As search teams 
were organized they moved into 
the sprawling Park along trails 

assigned them. 

Mrs. Stem and her children 
were found about two hours 
later by a search team com- 
prised of members of the Davis 
Corner, Kempsville, and Oceana 
Volunteer Fire Departments and 
Rescue Squads. Those from 
Davis Corner Included Asst. 
Chief Dickie Taylor, Donald 
Tucker, Mike Mayo; and mem- 
bers of the Davis Corner Ex- 
plorer Scout Post Randall Lack- 
ey, Willie George, Rex Mitchell 
and Arthur Mitchell. Those from 
Kempsville included Bruce 
Brinkley and Fred Coffey, with 
Mike Falkner from Oceana 
completing the team. Taylor 
acted as coordinator of the 
search team's activities. 

Taylor said the group followed 
Lagoon Trail, searching adjoin- 
ing woods for any sign of the 
missing family, until they came 
to a dense marshland and swamp 
at the end of the trail about two 
miles into the woods: 

At this point, Taylor said, 
the search party sat down to 
rest and began calling out. Tay- 
lor said they heard what sound- 
ed like a girl's voice calling 
back to mem, and began moving 
in the direction of the sound. 

Fifteen or 20 minutes later, 
trudging through waist-deep 
water and mud, they found Mrs. 



Stem and her children sitting on 
a small island. The Stem family 
broke into tears of relief when 
they saw their rescuers. Taylor 
quoted Mrs. Stem with saying 
that shortly before the team ar- 
rived she had finally decided no 
one would ever find her and the 
children. 

After being assured by Mrs. 
Stem that she and the children 
were' not injured, the group 
began making their way out of 
the swamp, the rescuers car- 
rying the family most of die way. 

Taylor said that the group be- 
came momentarily lost in the 
swamp and marshland during 
their trek out of the park. He 
attempted to call the fire dis- 
patcher s' headquarters, by 
means of a small "walkie-talk- 
ie" radio, requesting units at 
the Park museum parking lotto 
sound sirens as a "directional 
fix" But the radio failed to work. 

The group was able to find 
their way back to the museum 
parking lot where Mrs. Stem and 
the children were reunited with 
Maj. Stem, who had been flown 
to the scene from Washington 
by Army helicopter. Rescue 
Squad ambulances rushed the 
family to the Ft. Story dispens- 
ary where they were examined 
and found, with the exception of 
being tired, hungry and thirsty, 
and marked by scratches and in- 
sect bites, to be in good condi- 
tion. 

Taylor said that during their 
return trip out of the Park Mrs. 
Stem related the events of the 
two-day ordeal which she and 
file children bad just undergone. 

She said they had gone to 
State Park for a picnic outing 



and decided to take their dachs- 
hund for a walk before having 
lunch. 

The dog wandered off the trail 
and she and the children went 
after Mm. When they located 
the dog she realized they did 
know their way back to the trail. 
As they roamed through the 
Woods in hopes of relocating the 
trail she suddenly realized they 
were lost with no idea as to their 
location. 

As darkness fell Wednesday 
night, according to her story, 
she heard the sounds of passing 
cars and attempted to follow the 
sounds. Suddenly they found 
themselves in water and reali- 
zed they had been moving in 
circles. At this point, they came 
upon the small island where they 
were found. She said they had 
already seen one snake and were 
frightened and decided to take 
refuge on the island. 

She said that she and the 
children were afraid of drink- 
ing the water around them since 
she did not know what it might 
contain, or of eating anything 
they had found because she was 
uncertain as to what might be 

poisonous. — — . .... 

The only thing the Stem's had 
with them when they entered the 
Park were the light weight sum- 
mer clothing they were wearing. 
She said she had covered the 
children with bark during their 
first night in attempt to shield 
them from the insects. 

After their medical check 
and reunion with Maj. Stem 
the family rested Friday night 
at Ft, Story, and returned to 
their home near Washington on 
Saturday.

Decoys are furnished, but hunt- 
ers must wade to ptece decoys 
and retrieve birds. Hunters 
must pay the $3 per person 
blind fee and furnish their own 
transportation to the blind. 

To be eligible for the draw- 
ing 0% October 19, at which time 
applicants will be assigned their 
hunt dates, hunters must obtain 
an official application form 
from the Game Commission's 
Richmond Office or from Tro- 
jan-Pocahontas headquarters at 
Back Bay and submit it along 
with the proper blind fee.

"Motorists, remember that 
the safety of thousands of young- 
sters depends on you as this 
new school year begins/' said 
Frank W. Cox, director as he 
highlighted the School's Open 
public information campaign of 
The Tidewater Automobile As- 
sociation.

What Ignited the most recent 
protest is the fear of what her 
utility bills might be this win- 
ter with the 10% Vepco increase 
which was approved by the Stats 
Corporation Commission, ef- 
fective last month. 



She says that her tills for 
mis summer have been: June 3, 
$29.19; July 2, $36.82, and July 
31, $41.19. "And we were gone 
most of June. That's what made 
me mad. What's It going to be 
next month?" 

The Hlckmans have a three 
bedroom ranch house with a den 
they added on. They have Just 
one window air conditioning unit. 
"It's getting to the place where 
we can't afford to feed the kids 
because it costs so much to 
keeps the stove operating. We 
aren't buying luxuries," said 
Mrs. Hickman. "We can hard- 
ly afford the necessities."' 

She said that last February 
the tenants moved out of the 
rental house she and her hus- 
band own next door to them. 
They had the utilities recon- 
nected, though, to keep the pipes 
from freezing. "The thermo- 
stat was set on 55-60 degrees 
the whole time, " Mrs. Hick- 
man said. The bill for part 
of February until the utilities 
were cut off again before the 
end of March was $45.49. "And 
the house was unoccupied."

Fall is busy time for spring 



(Editor's,hole: This is 7 one of 
a series on home horticulture by 
Wesley P. Judkins, extension 
horticulturist at Virginia Tech.) 

Fall should be a busy time in 
the garden. The plants and bulbs 
to provide beauty next spring 
must be planted soon. 

A good place to start is with 
daffodils. Order your bulbs now. 
They should be planted by mid- 
September. This will allow time 
for good root development be- 
fore cold weather stops growth. 

Dwarf types of daffodils are 
fine for the shrub border. Use 
mem along with crocus to add 
color and variety early in the 
spring. 

The flower border is the trad- 
itional place for daffodils. They 
provide an abundance of flowers 
before most perennials start to 
bloom. 

Daffodils may also be natur- 
alized under trees in partial 
shade. This is an ideal place 
because the grass grows slowly 
in such locations, and mowing 
can be delayed until the daffodil 
foliage matures and dies. This 
is necessary to form the flower 
buds in the bulb for next year's 
bloom. 

The new butter or sunburst 
daffodils are worth trying. The 
crown or corona Is unique be- 
cause It is divided or cleft at 
the outer edge to form six lobes. 
A yellow, orange or red colora- 



tion starts In the center and ex- 
tends out in stripes to the ends 

of the lobes. 

Another unusual type to con- 
sider Is the collar daffodil. Var- 
ieties of this type were awarded 
the gold medal at a Royal Horti- 
cultural Society show. 

The special feature of the col- 
lar daffodil is that the crown Is 
divided into three separate petal 
like appendages. Some Holland 
bulb experts claim that this type 
is similar to the original form 
of daffodil from which our mod- 
ern varieties were developed. 

Don't forget to plant some of 
the new brilliant colored trump- 
et and large cup daffodils.

The planting of daffodil bulbs 
is simple, in good garden soil 
cover them to a depth equal to 
about four times their diameter, 
and in heavy soli about twice 
their diameter. 

The soil must be well drained. 
To promote vigorous growth, 
add 5-10-5 fertilizer at the rate 
'of about four pounds per 100 
square feet of bed area. Spade 
this Into the top six Inches of 
soil and mix thoroughly. 

A mulch of wood chips, saw- 
dust, peat moss, pin needles, or 
other organic material will con- 
serve soil moisture and help 
control weeds.

Reminded 
Of Wage 

Deadlines 

Housewives who employ help 
around the bouse on a regular 
basis have two important mail- 
ing chores to perform before 
October 31, according to Charles 
E. Teets, social security dis- 
trict manager in Norfolk, 
Virginia. 

These are the mid -summer 
and the early fall quarterly re- 
ports of wages and the social 
security contributions paid on 
those wages, be said. The pay- 
ments—due by the end of July 
(for the months of April, May, 
and June) and by the end of 
October (for July, August and 
September) —cover all house- 
bold employees who are paid 
cash wages of $50 or more by 
one employer in a calendar 
quarter. 

Contributions are based only 
on cash wages. Cash or tokens 
given to the worker for car 
fare does not count. 

The worker and the employ- 
er each contribute 4.8 percent 
of the worker's wages to social 
security. In, some cases, the 
employer may choose to pay the 
entire 9.6 percent contribution 
himself. But it is the employer, 
Teets pointed out, who is res- 
ponsible under the law for mak- 
ing the reports. 

Information about social se- 
curity for household workers is 
available from any social 
security office.

State May

Virginia Beach has 
been recommended for a federal 
grant of $854,515 to be applied 
to the costs of sewer line pro- 
jects.

There 1$ an old saying that 
one bad apple spoils the whole 
barrel. And It is probably 
twe. The philosophy of this 
adage could also be applied 
to pleasure boating. Generally, 
those nautical citizens we call 
boatmen are very safety con- 
scious people who know howto 
operate their boats safely - 
and do it And even those who 
don't know all the "rules" are 
perhaps afraid to take chances 
-on the water. 

-But then there is the bad. 
.apple. He is the one who lets 
■out all stops, one who casts 
afi care to the wind. When 
he' gets into his boat he be- 
comes a hot-rod drives. He 
operates bis boat in a reckless 
or negligent manner endanger- 
ing anyone who may be in his 
way. The water is all his. 
And he is of great concern to 
everybody. 

The Coast Guard and other 
law enforcement agencies are 
"continually directing their ef- 
Tfqrts toward getting the bad 
apple off the water. They are 
continually trying to stop these 
Illegal and unsafe acts which 
^poil boating for everyone. It's 
-not only against the law, it 
could be dangerous to your 
-health - and bis, too. 
- It is certain that the pleasure 
boating public would like to put 
•a-stop to this danger to them- 
selves and others. And the law 
-enforcement agencies can be 
helped by the legitimate 
-pleasure boatman. But the first 
'necessity is to understand the 
-meaning of the terms negligent 
-and reckless. 

-RECKLESS OR NEGLIGENT? 
""Negligent Operation means 
lack of care under the circum- 
' stances; the failure to exercise 



mat care which a responsible, 
careful, and prudent person 
would exercise under like cir- 
cumstances; failure to exercise 
the care "mat circumstances 
justly demand (culpably care- 
less; inattentive; indifferent; 
inattentive to duty). 

Reckless operation signifies 
more than mere negligence and 



implies an extreme form of 
negligence. Reckless indicates 
an absence of all care. The 
term means a willful disregard 
for the safety of persons or 
property which involves intent- 
ional conduct but not intentional 
harm. To constitute reckless 
misconduct the operator must 
have known that his act created

People are packing into Vir- 
ginia state parks mis year more 
than ever and the Division of 
Parks expects a record number 
of visitors in the remaining 
month of the summer seaon. 

The 1970 attendance was 
more than 1.5 million at the 
beginning of August, topping 
all previous years, the division 
reported. Seashore State Park 
at Virginia Beach continues to 
be the State's most popular 
park. 

State parks are popular with 
Virginians of all ages and races 
the division said, and they 
attract many tourists from 
other states and Canada. 

Vacation -time activities — 
swimming, horseback riding, 
and pleasure boating in paddle 
craft— will come to a close after 
Labor Day on September 7. 
Virginia's ten major parks and 
three recreational areas are 
open year-round, however, and 
visitors use the campgrounds, 
picnic areas, boat launching 
ramps for fishing boats, and 
nature trails around the cal- 
endar. 

Two state parks which are 
mainly sightseeing attractions 
at present will remain in op- 
eration several weeks after La- 
bor Day. Chlppokes Plantation, 
on the James River in Surry 
County, will keep its exhibition 
buildings and formal garden on 
view in September, and Natural 
Tunnel in Southwest Virginia's 
Scott County is scheduled to 
stay open through October. 
- - Vacation cabins in eight 
parks are completely reserved 
during August, but vacancies 
will exist after Labor Day un- 
til the cottages close Sept. 29, 
the division said. Cabins are 
rented for a week at a time, 
and on weekends or daily only 
when reservations have not al- 
ready been taken. All reser- 



vations are made through the 
division's Richmond office in 
the Southern States Building. 

In addition to the recreation 
facilities which close after La- 
bor Day, evening programs and 
nature walks conducted by sea- 
sonal naturalists will come to 
a close. However, several 
nature centers where exhibits 
are displayed daily during the 
summer will remain open on 
weekends. The self-guided 
nature trails are always av- 
ailable for walking.

WHAT'S RECkLESS... 

..or negligent? Some of tile 
actions which may be so char- 
acterized are: 

• -Excessive speed in close 
proximity to other boats, such 
as near marinas, In narrow 
winding channels, or during 
periods of reduced visibility. 

•Overloading of vessels 
clearly beyond safe loading cap- 
acity as evidenced by instabil- 
ity, little freeboard, shipping 
water from slight wakes of other 
vessels, etc. 

-Operating while under the 
influence of intoxicants, drugs, 
etc., and recognizable by er- 
ratic operation. 

-Certain unsafe water skiing 
practices such as towing water 
skiers in the vicinity of other 
vessels, where the skier feels 
he may be hit by other boats. 

-Operating in the vicinity 
of dams when such areas are 
known to be hazardous. 

-Operating within swimming 
areas where bathers are pre- 
sent.

Rue sell Dudley, Chairman of 
the Virginia Beach Agricultural 
Stabilisation and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, points out 
that many Americans Ire be- 
coming more and more aware of 
pollution problems, However, 
for years the nation's farmers 
have been steadily carrying out 
conservation measures that re- 
duce pollution. 

Dudley said he is encour- 
aged by the sudden interest in 
environmental quality by great 
numbers of Americans. 

"We all have a tremendous 
stake In rebuilding a quality 
environment that will Insure ev- 
ery American clean air, clean 
water, and open spaces," be 
said. "If we will all work 
an cooperate with each other, 
we can do this job." 

The Virginia Beach ASC 
Chairman points out that ASCS, 
the U. S, Department of Ag- 



riculture farm programs t> 
gency, has long been sharing 
costs with farmers for conser- 
vation and pollution prevention 
practices, 

Although many farmers 
practice conservation and anti- 
pollution practices on their own, 
cost-sharing helps assure con- 
sistently wise use of the Na- 
tion's soil and water resources. 
It helps pay for practices watch 
farmers could not carry out by 
themselves to the extent needed 
In the public interest. 

Dudley emphasises that con- 
servation measures also pro- 
vide immediate scenic and rec- 
reation benefit! for everyone- 
plus cleaner water and sir for 
now and the future. « At the 
same time, farmland not needed 
for crop production is conserv- 
ed for future uses. 

He singled out one import- 
aad conservation practice, 
seeding of vegetative soil cover. 
as helping prevent erosion and 
siltation-whlch are major pol- 
lution problems. 

"Green, growing, well- 
rooted cover keeps soil where 
it belongs and prevents it from 



washing Into rivers, estuaries, 
and public water suppllee," be 
said. 

Engineers estimate that it 
costs to times as much to re- 
move a cubic yard of silt from 
a river or harbor as it does 
to keep It where it belongs 
In tin first place. 

Dudley adds that in addition 
to preventing slltatlon Itself, 
vegetative cover prevents pol- 
lution by phosphorus, a basic 
plant nutrient, that moves with 
the* soil, adding furel for algae 
bloom and other forms of water 
pollution. 

Some of the more Important 
cost sharing practices approv- 
ed for Virginia Beach include 
Summer and Winter Cover 
Crops, Open Drainage Ditch- 
ing, Water Impoundment Re- 
servoirs (Irrigation Ponds), and 
Ponds for Wildlife. 

Dudley encourages every 
farmer in Virginia Beach to 
sign-up for a Winter Cover 
Crop this fall, "litis not only 
protects the soil during the win- 
ter but provided It with nutri- 
ents that will give you a bet- 
ter crop the following years," 
hesaid.
